H E S 0 L U T I 0 N . 

The question as to the best mode of dealing with bands 
of foreign vagrants travelling about India has been under 
the considciation of the Government of India more than 
once. It appears from the papers mentioned in the pream- 
ble that so far back as the 18th February 1850 the Superin- 
tendent of the Astra gram Division of Mysore addressed the 
Commissioner of ^Mysore, Sir Mark Cubbon, in the 
following terms in regard to certain Iranee vagrants : 

On my arrival liere tins morning I was beset by a crowd who 
complained that the bazaar and suvrounding villages had been plundered 
yesterday by a large gang of robbers, that, besides gbee, iico, fowl, 
and other articles of food, they bad stolen a bag of its 97 from ono 
person, a bandkerchief from another, and a cloth from a sepoy the 
robbers are the Iranees who arrived at this place yesterday from Nuggiir, 
in all ICO individuals. I proceeded at once to their encampment, 
accompanied by the amildar and complainants, to enqiiiie into the 
complaints 

The Iranees denied the charges of robbery, but reasoned that having 
'left their own country on account ol famine and obtained passports 
authorizing their begging, they had a n"ht to be fed by the villageis, 
and required three times as much food as the poor wretches of this 
country, that they did not possess a rupee, and could not subsist on less 
than Rs 20 each day , that no Iranee could exist on less than one seer 
of the finest rice, a seer ot the best wheat, and a seer of ghee, besides 
a sheep of the befet soit for eveiy four men and individuals, also a seer 
of Bengal giam foi each pony (72 m all).

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If these plandennff beggar# were not andor the protection of an 
escort, and the inhabitant* were not afruid of the GoTemment, there 
would be many soenea of violence end blood* These sturdy tagranta 
ure now m tie heart of the Myeoto territory, and I hnTO received the 
CommusioDeT^* initmctioiia to send an escort with them to Bangaloit. 
J cannot, herwever, permit the present syitem of plunder and terror to 
continue, which excite lUft disoontent nmongst the people, and bnng* 
dishonour on the Bntun name, I have ordered the Imnees to be fed at 
the expente of Government, and throngh Government agency, aud 
appointed a gomtstah to acoompany the party and keep a daily account,

After I had arranged the parties this morning in a rerj quiet 
manner, and jnst as I was Icaviog, unfortunately two 'women of distinct 
parties quarreled and instimtly came to blows, and it was with some 
difficnlty that they were tom asonder I sent the oggresaor to a cell, 
and the other wns taken away by her fnendi, and I did not learo the 
place until the excitement caused by this squabble had aubsidcd.

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that the Goveraor General in Conncil admitted the necessity 
for a law to enable the Local Government, or its officers, to 
deal with foreign Asiatic vagrants, and that the Legislative 
Member for ]\Iadras might be instructed to introduce a 
Bill for that purpose into the Council of the Governor 

General. The Madras Govern- 
^ ment, however, didf not agree 

in the suitability of the remedy 
proposed. They explained that they had addressed the Gov- 
ernment of India in the matter of the Iranee vagrants not 
in consequence of the insufficiency of the law of that Presi- 
dency to deal with such vagrants, as under Begulation II., 
1822, Section 3, and Begulation VI., 1827, Section 6, of 
the Madras Code, the Magistrate had ample powers to hold 
them to security, or to commit them to prison. The Madras 
Government added — 

(a.) ^ -y- \ But tills proceeding, besides beaiing 

hardly on the families of the men who may be sent to jail, would burden 
the Government with the expense of maintaining the men who are im- 
piisoncd, or rather the whole party during the entire period of their 
detention , and it would still be a question how to dispose of them when 
liberated, the only course being to pass them back towards their own 
country, as has recently been done with the Iranees 

(3) The Madras Goveinraent would desire to suggest for the 
(Consideration of the Government of India whether it would not be 
preferable to have recourse to measures of prevention rather than 
coercion, and whether instructions might not be sent to the authonties 
on the West and North-Western frontier to prevent such parties of 
vagabonds from passing through their districts at all 

(4) On the occasion now under reference the Iranees would 
seem to have proceeded in two parties — one vid Peshawar and the Punjab, 
and one lyid (’andahar and Mooltan, — and to have been roaming for 
a length of time through the Company’s Provinces without apparently 
check or interference on the part of the authorities until they entered 
the Madras teriitories 

9 On a perasal of this reference from the Madras 
Government the Government of India were led to consider 
the different treatment which the foreign vagrants received 
from the several Local Governments. The system of 
granting passports which obtained in some Provinces 
specially attracted attention ; and the result of the discussion 
which ensued was v+he recording of a Besolution, under date 
the 15th August 1856, to the effect that the passage of bands 
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of foreign vagrants througli any part of India ivas otjcc 
tionable , and that, as suggested uy the Madras Govitn 
mont, the best plan ivould bo to direct the (Smd and Paryah 
authorities) Local Administrations of tho frontier Provinces 
to tahe tho necessary steps for the prevention of foreign 
vagabonds from ontenng into tho interior of India through 
the frontier districts It having appeared from tho papers 
then before tho Government of India that ivhUo in tho 
Salem Distnct tho Iranees had been allowed at tho public 
cipense Es. 20 and seven sheep a day for their subsistence,! 
on the ground that tho same course had been followed its 
the Mysoro temtoncs, this dtraordmarv method of dcalini 
with these people, ns if they were honoured guests, was nisi 
nobced in the orders of tho Govemraont of India The 
necessary orders were then issued to tho local nuthonUei 
concerned. 

10 In eiplaimng the circumstances under which 
tho IrnnccB had been permitted to pass through tho 
Ifysore temtones and to enter tho Madras distnots. Sir 
Mnrh Cnbhon referred to the remarhahlo teoncs witnessed 
by tho Madras Superintendent of Police at tho Fort of 
Poonamallco, and observed that such reoUcss and dUordcrl} 
persons could hardly ho expected to bo overawed bv the 
ordinary nllago police , neither were tho\ liholv to submit to 
anv but an overwhelming force of Native troops witliout a 
sanguinary struggle Sir Mark Gubbon added — 

(8 ) The qncftion was a diflicalt one in whatever way it was 
looked at, hot 1 svae resolved to sparo hlood, if posnhle, and 1 eoul 1 
eeo no alternative bat to feed them at the pnlilic cipenio until I 
had tho meant of coercing them under circumstances which would 
render resistance hopeless, I might then, it is true, hire pnnohed 
them for tlioir turbulent condnet but 1 couU only have done to hv 
throwing the whole gang into jnil, which would hase adJ-d to the 
cost of feediug them, and only postponed tho difficulty of dealing with 
them when released 

11 In consideration of tho crplannbon furnished by 
Sir Mark Cubhon, and of certain other papers received from 
tlio Bombay Government, the Supremo Government took 
into consideration tile conduct of tho ofllcers who granted 
passports to tlio Trances , nnd tbev issued a notiilcation on 
the dull Notcmiier 18 j 0 strictly prohibiting tho practice 
on the part of Magistrates and other civil nnd political 
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authorities, of granting passports to persons travelling, or 
intending to travel, from one part of India to another. The 
attention of the several Local Governments and Adminis- 
trations was at the same time drawn to these orders with 
a request that the necessary instructions should he issued 
to all subordinate authorities for the strict observance 
of those orders The foreign Department was also 
requested to issue similar instructions to the Pohtical 
Officers under that Department. 

r 

12. In October 1857, owing to the then disturbed state 
of the country, and to the desire of some British subjects 
travelling to different districts-on business to be mrnished 
with the protection of passports, and with reference to 
certain instructions of the late Court of Directors for the 
adoption of measures to prevent foreigners from travelhng 
over the country, the Madras Government requested permis- 
sion to revive the passport system. 

The Madras Government were in reply informed, under 
date the 29th December 1857, when a Bill regarding the 
tieatment of foreigners had just been passed by the Imperial 
Legislature, that the passport system afforded no security 
whatever to a Government unless it was worked by a much 
more numerous and efficient police than any part of India 
then possessed, whilst such a system was open to very great 
abuse. It was added that if the Government of Madras 
felt that in any part of that Presidency security to life and 
property would be increased by the adoption of the passport 
system “ m these exceptional times”, His Lordship would 
offer no objection. 

13. When the correspondence with the Madras Govern- 
ment was reported to the Secretary of State in a despatch 
dated the 16th December 1858, the Secretary of State in reply 
expressed a hope that the necessity for such unusual pre- 
cautions as a system of passports for travelhng within India 
had ceased to exist. 

14 On the 22nd July 1859 the Government of India 
forwarded to the Government of Madras a copy of the 
Secretary of State’s despatch above referred to, and enquired 
whether the practice of *grantmg passports in that Presidency 
was still continued, and whether the Madras Government 
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considered it desirable to maintnm it On tbo 12tb Scptcra 
ber 1859 the Madras GoTemment replied that the practice 
^ granting passports had already boon discontinued in that 
Presidency They added that " since the passing of Act 
XXXIII of 1857 foreigners have not been allowed to tnycl 
or pass through any part of the Madras temtoncs without a 
hcense , but the NaUne subjects of the Prench and Portuguese 
SettlementB, as well as the subjects of the Cochm, Travancorc 
and Hyderabad States, have b^n exempted from the oper 
ation of the Act" 


15 The object of the law,® referred to by the tfadras

Presidencies and Prorinccs by Sections 13 and 14 of 
Act XXXIII of 1807, might properly be possessed by those 
authorities ns a permanent arrangement At a meeting of

detained, upon such terms and conditions as the said Governor General 
of India in Council, or Local Government, shall deem sufficient foi the 
peace and security of British India, and of the alhes of Her Majesty, 
and. of the neighbounng Princes and States.

authorities. The result was that the attention of the Local 
Government concerned and of the Poreign Department was 
again invited to the orders of the 2d.'th November 1856 and 
6th January 1866, prohibiting the grant of passports, with 
a view to the officers who granted passports to the fleratees 
being informed of the impropriety of their conduct. 

21. Subsequently, in consideration of certain explana- 
tions furnished by the Commissioner of Mysore and by the 
Governor General’s Agent for Central India as to the circum- 
stances under which passes had been granted to the Heratee 
vagrants mentioned in the preceding paragraph, the Govern- 
ment of India considered it necessary to issue some general 
instructions in respect of the mode of deahng with such 
vagrants in future. Below is given an extract from the 
circular orders issued on the 12th November 1868 to all Local 
Governments and Admimstrations on the subject, as follows : 
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(5) Tho necessity of etncUy obscmng the orders of GovemtDcnt 
which prohibit the ismo of passports or roAdart j^artranaltt sboold 
be imprasBcd on all magisterial nnthonhes 

0) Tho provmons of Act XXXL of 1860 (Tbo Ama Act) 
shonld bo stringently enforced in mpeefc of all fomgncT* irhow 
occQpation and means of hrelihood are not removed from oil snspicioo 

(4 ) 'Whenever it may appear to nn oIBcct in charpo of a district 
that the presence there of any gnch band of forejgners is undesirable 
instend of passing them on to an o^jacent distnrt, he should submit 
a report of the mronmstances through the proper authority to tho 
Local Ijorcmment, which will then, if suffinent cause bo shcmi, deal 
with the COSO nnda the provisions of Sections S and 4 of Act Ilf 
of 18C4 

(6 ) Care must ot the same tnnC be taVren that under the orders 
now issued no vcxatioaa and unoecessaiy mterfercnco shall bo cxemwil 
towards bodies of penooable foreign mcrchanU or traders who may vuit 
India with the distinct aim of trafficking at particular marts, or 
residing at particnlar centres of commcrco and indovtiy 

(0 ) Tho Governor General in Conncil vnll not object to rest, 
if necessary, Chief Commisiioncts with the powers of a Low! Gonm 
ment under Act III of 1801 and should any Local QoTtrnraent or 
Administration bo of opinion that the pronsioss of the Grst four 
sections of tho Act arc not enfficiont cheeV. npon the evil to bo rtdres -cO 
an applicntioQ should bo made for tho extctuion to rneb Urntones 
of tho rcmaiotog sections of tho Act 

23. In Juno 1800 a gang of foreigner, calling 
thoirsclvcs Jlckrancos, Ilomtoca anu Casbmcrcc^, and number- 
ing in all 111 soufs, visited tho Kafro District of Giizcrat 
in tho Bombay Presidency The Alogistratc of Kairv was 
of opinion that bo largo a concourse of foreigners, coming 
from countries wlicro the fiabits of tho people wero noton 
ouslv lawless, was fraught with danger to tho peace and 
quiet of his district, and lio reported the matter to the 
Divisional Corami.‘i<ioncr with a now to orders of Govern 
inent being obtained for the dispo^l of the gang On being 
addressed by tho Commissioner of tho ^orthl.m Division on 
the subject, the Bombar Government consulted their 
Advocate General in reganl to their power to deport t!io 
vagrantfl in question and In ncconlanco with tho ndric* 
gi\cn by that ofllccr, tlio Bomtny Goremment nndt suimbfo 
arrangements for the deportation of lltt Imnd of fon igners 
to their own rountrv In tlio course of the conripondeijcc 
that tool pincons to tho deportation of the vagrants, the 
Diilnet fcupcnnlcndtnt of I’olice, Kurracbee, nruto n» 
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follows, alluding to tlie fact of these very vagrants having 
previously been deported on several occasions and having 
as often returned to India by some other route. ' He said — 

(3 ) These men are a species of gipsies they are by no means 
paupers, and profess to deal in pearls, stones, and also to be horse- 
dealers. They nevei remain for any length of time in one place. 

(4 ) I consider that it is useless expense to be continually depoit- 
ing them and sending them towards Cashmere, which is meiely their 
nominal country. They no sooner get theie than they start on fresh 
expeditions, and work their way thiongh Central India into the Madras 
and Bombay Presidencies 

(5 ) The police are well able to deal with these men should 
they infiinge the law. 

23. The Commissioner in Sind concurred in the above 
opinion; but the Government of Bombay thought differ- 
ently. They were of opinion that these vagrants might not 
do much mischief in Sind owing to the warlike habits of 
the people on the frontier, and their abihty to resist extor- 
tionate proceedings ; but that as regards people of the more 
settled Eegulation ]?rovinces, the deportation of such gangs 
would undoubtedly be a public good. 

24i In July 1869 the Chief Commissioner of the Cen- 
tral Provinces forwarded correspondence in regard to two 
bands of foreign vagrants who had been found wandering 
in the Baitool and Himar Districts, respectively, with rahdaH 
parwanalis and licenses granted by authorities in Bengal and 
the Central jProvinces Of the Nimar gang, the Deputy 
Commissioner of the district wrote as follows : 

* On leaving Khundwa, however, they took the Asseerghur 
road, and at Boigaon were reported to have committed a senes of 
outiages which are now under investigation. The first was a dacoity by 
seven women of the party committed on another woman resident at 
Borgaon, in which property amounting to about Rs 300 is said to- 
have been robbed The other two were assaults by several of the men 
on two travellers at different places on the load, one of which was 
accompanied by robbeiy On receiving these reports I had the whole 
gang brought back to !^undwa. Some little resistance was offered to- 
their apprehensi^on by the police, and the two leaders have been con- 
victed by Captain Scott of this offence and sentenced to a small fine. 
The gang consists of sixteen men, sixteen women, and 24 children, 
who have with- them 40 ponies Seven women and four men are in 
jail, while the charges above-mentioned are being investigated Of 
the other twelve men, two are at large with the women and children, 
who are encamped outside the town under surveillance, and the othei 
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ten are in hawnlnt nnSer remana, the polwo haying leperta of olhef 
thefts, Sx., committed on the hno of march oaopted by thc«,iyanaereTr, 
ivhich may posaibly bring the whole gang nndcr Section 401 of tbo 
Indian Penal Code » * * Amongst their property and on thnr 
persons wns found a large number of gold and sOycr ornaments some 
of which hove already been recognised as the produce of the Borgaon 
dncoity I think it is not at all improbable that most of these bayo boon 
obtain^ by theft and robbery in the conrse of their wanderings and 
eoqomes are now being made by the police along tbcir back tracks 
Four of tbo men were armed vntb donblc borrellcd gnns and Gro with 
Binglo barrols and a pistoL They bad arms licenses of different dates 
and places, altogether sis la nomher * * * 

25 Tho Chief Commissioner thereupon rcconicd an 
order under Section 8 of Aot III of 1801 direcfing “ccr' 
tarn persons, numbering bottreen 60 and CO, professing to 
bo inhabitants of Cashmere, who nro at present at Kliundwn, 
m tbo Distnot of Nimar, without nnv osfonsihio purposo or 
objeot, to romovo thomsolvcs from British India’ 

20 In Apnl 1872 tho Quarter JIasfer Gcncnl sub- 
mitted to tho JiiUtary Department copy of a report by tho 
Offlecr Commanding at Jalpaigun to the effect thnt a party 
of Casbmorccs, about 26 m number, were wnndcnng about 
Titalio, armed with double-barrelled guns and riftes, plunder 
mg tho ■yillogcs along their route, and beeping tbo distncis 
in a state of alarm and anxiety TIio Military Department 
called upon tho Bengal Government for a report on tbo suli- 
jeet Tbo report furnished by tbo Bengal GoTcrnmcnt con 
tamed a full description of tbo party and their doings and 
also showed that tho incursion of tbo foreigners Jiad caused 
tbo people attending a fair ouftomarily held at Titalii at 
tlio time to disperse m a rmmo It further appeared tliat tlio 
Ltcutennnt-Govcmor of Bengal bad ordered the gang to bo 
dealt with m necordanco with tho provisions of Section 3 of 
Act m of 18W 

27 The action of tho Bengal Government in regard to 
tbc Tilalia vagrants was approved hr tho Ooremment of 
India in tho Homo Department orders dated tlio 201h 
Juno 1872- 

2S In January 1873 the Government of Bengal lub- 
mittod a corrc'pomlcncc on (he subject of a Innd of for 
cigners, alleging Ihcmsidvcs to belong to Dus Ikils, who 
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Ii4d been ■nMuderin*^ for the past tlireo years in different 
parts of Bengal. The Lieutenant-Governor wrote — 

(a ) Wherever llioy have a:onc they liavc proved a source of 
annov.anco and terror to tlic inhabitants, and have frequently bceu 
fjuilty of coiniuitting' acts of petty niischicf and plunder , some members 
of the gau'^s have abo been committed for tnal for dacoity. Under 
thc'^c circumstances the local oflicers have found it necessary to watch 
and control their movements. The Commls<;ioners of the divisions 
through which they In\c trn\ oiled are strongly of opinion that such 
bands of foreigners, v ho aic of superior jihysiquc to the natives of this 
country, should not be allowed to roam in this way through Bengal, 
and recommend that they bo sent back to their own country. ' ~ 

(5 ) The Commissioner of Bhagalpur now reports the arrival at 
Bbagalpur of both those gangs, numbering 10 'j souls; skates that they 
arc very troublesome, and that it is exceedingly difficult to manage 
them. 


29. The Lieutenant-Governor proposed to treat these 
bands under the provisions of Section 3 of Act III of 1S6L 
and His Honor’s proposal was approved by the Government 
of India in Home Department letter No. *019, dated the 15th 
Pebruary 1873. 

30. About this time the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces submitted papers relating to an affray 
between certain villagers of the Gliazapur Distiict and a 
band of wandering Iranees In September 1873 the Com- 
missioner in Sind reported to the Government of India that 
certain vagrants deported to Bunder Abbas had returned to 
Guadur on their way hack to Sind. The Commissioner ex- 
pressed an opinion that some special measures should be 
applied to these men, as otherwise it would not he possible 
to keep them out of India Being asked whether he could 
not deal with these foreign vagrants under Section 4i of Act 
III. of 1864', the Commissioner in Sind represented that 
as Section 4i of Act III of 1864 only provided for the deten- 
tion of vagrants, something more was required to prevent 
them from peipetually retuiming as they do They might, 
he said, bo brought under the provisions of Sections 504, 
&c , of Act X of 1872 (The Criminal Procedure Code). 
But these provisions, he feared, might not he immediately 
applicable to aU vagrant gangs, as some of the foreigners 
pietended to do some work. 
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81. This correspondciico mth the Conumssioncr jn

(2 ) I om to ranirt that Section 4 of Act IIL of liJOt onlbonzci 
detention of foreign vagranta who may aho be dealt with under Chapter 
XXXViXL of the Cnminal Procednro Code.

32 In reply to tho nhovc mentaoned reference, tho 
Bomhay GoTemment stated it ns their opinion that tho exist- 
ing law was not adequate to provont tho ingress to Bnlisli 
India of bands of Ilcrateo or other forcim vagrants , and 
that there was no reason why such bands should not ho 
speomlly dealt with hy legislation, and their imprisonment 
or deportation and their condign punishment on return to 
Bnbsli India duly legalised 

Tho Bombay Govemmont added that tho emotion of 
hard labour from those vagrants when in conflnement should 
also ho provided for in tho proposed law 

33 On a full consideration of tho Bomhay Govern 
mohts proposals, tho decision of tho Governor General in 
Oounoil wss against any legislation of tho hind suggested 
Tho Bombav Government wore informed that tlio neecssitv 
for a law of this kind oMinst a particular olsss required 
to ho clearly cstablislicd by proof that tho peculiar needs 
and oiroumstanccs whioli required tho law coimterbahnceil 
tho general ohjcctions which ousted against Rpccialndd! 
tionat legislation of this nature whorover it could lie avoided 
Tlio GoiemmentoC Inda remarked that tlicy were "not 
" at present in possession of Information sutncicnt to show 
“ exactly in wlial manner tho existing provi«ions of tiio 
■law, especially those srliicli empower sccuritj for gooil 
" bcliaiaour to ho required from persons of a suspicions 
“ charaotcr, Imvo been nseertnined bv cipcrimcnl to Ito

that, if after full consideration of the exigencies of the case, and of the 
pieseut state of the law applicable to it, His Excellency the Governor in 
Council considers that a special Act is altogether necessary, the proposal 
for legislation may be submitted with full details of the objects and 
leasons and of the form which should be given to the enactment. 

34. The Hombay Goverament did not reply to the 
above orders It however appeared from then’ Judicial Pro- 
ceedings for May 1874, No 24, that their final decision was 
not to take any further steps in the matter. 

35 In May 1875 the Government of Madras submit- 
ted a collection of papers relating to certain gangs of 
Heratees “who were escorted from Mysore through tbe 
“ Bellary District, and delivered to the Hyderabad authori- 
“ ties”. The several gangs were said to have quarrelled 
among themselves, and some of the men were severely 
wounded in the scuffle It was also reported that in their 
route the men were with great difficulty prevented from 
extorting supplies from the villagers. The Madras Govern- 
ment requested the Nizam’s Government to co-operate 
effectively with the British authorities in carrying out the 
instructions of the Supreme Government “ that these dis- 
“ orderly wandering bands should be compelled to return 
“ to their own country, imder police surveillance, by the 
“ nearest route, and not perrmtted to range the country”. 

36. About this time the Bombay Government also"

authorities and with officers in the Madras Presidency regard- 
ing a gang of about 300 Heratees (very probably the same 
as the foreign bands referred to in the papers received from 
the Madras Government) whom the Hyderabad authorities 
wished to forward into the Shol&pur District. The Pu’st 
Assistant Besident at Hyderabad described the men as 
“professional thieves, though ostensibly sellers of mock 
“ gems and pearls”. Spealdng of the Heratee gang when 
passing through the Madras districts, the Magiskate of 
North Arcot said that their behaviour was most violent and 
daring ; and that they had with them a large number of 
horses and ponies, which they regularly turned loose to graze 
in the fields; and if the unfortunate owners of the

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crops attempted to dnvo off ttio nmmals, ho -was at once 
assaxiltcd by the Heratees 

Ho added — 

At each holt and in ovory villago they pas* Itroa^b tbo Ranp broto 
np into Mrties nnd visited ovetr homo. Tbo men stood onteidc^ trnriini: 
loop nnd keeping off tho TillngcTs, while their femolw forced 
their way into the homo*, and annoyed the inmate* in all kinds of wav* 
olwBj* with an eye to plnnder In ono instance that has Wen reported 
they deliberately broke tho Jock and entered a houR, tho owner* of 
which were absimt. 

87 Tho Inspector Ghincml of Police, Stadms, gave tho 
followms account of some of these men and women

Heratee vagrants, the Madras Government were informed in 
a letter dated the Tth Octoher 1876 that in cases of this kind 
it would he well for such gangs to be conveyed by railway 
to the terminus nearest their homes, and thus avoid causing 
trouble to any authority, Foreign or British, through Whose 
territories the vagrants might pass. It was added that it 
might sometimes he unavoidable to send such gangs' through 
Native states, hut that, “ whenever practicable, it is preferable 
“ to deport them entirely through British territory ; for as 
“ soon as they enter Native territory, any legal hold on them 
“ceases, and Native States are not always able to control 
“ formidable bands of unruly foreigners”. 

39. In August 1877 the Government of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh submitted copies of reports 
from the Magistrate of Banda regarding a gang of Beluchis 
found wandering in the district possessed of several pass- 
ports and arms hcenses granted by certain officers of the 
Central Provinces, &c., about the middle of the year 1876. 
The Magistrate of Banda considered them to he petty plun- 
derers, whom it would be very impohtic to allow to wander 
about the country. The Magistrate wrote as follows under 
date the 22nd July 1877 ' 

(4-) On the 17th and 18th I received numerous complaints of 
then demanding money and food from zemindars and buuiahs, and 
using till eats if then demands were not complied with. The people 
generally became disturbed, and various absurd rumouis got afloat. 
Some said they were Russian spies, and others would have it that they 
weie the lemnant of the Russian Aimy defeated and dnven out of 
Amienia, ^

(7 ) The nest moining they went about the city, and had 
collected some money from the inhabitants, when I was infoimed that 
they had gone to the house of Sham Kaian, the principal Seth of the 
city, and had demanded with threats food foi 300 men, stating that 
they had obtained Rs. 125 from me, the Collector.

40. It appeared at this time from certain papers 
sent by the Government of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh that the Local Government had ordered that

The Bomhav Government added that the vagrants, according: 
to the Commissioners rt'port, were desirous to be allowed to 
re-commence their lour tliroiigh CVnlral India. Tjie Bomhav 
Government further ‘.aid that llic vagrantswero natives of 
Scistan ; that in the CominissionePs opinion it would be im- 
possible to march them to Scistan ; and that it would be 
uselcs'; to send them merely to some place beyond the 
Briti'^h frontier, as they would be sure to return. Tele- 
graphic orders were then addressed to Government of 
Bombay to the cficct that the vagrants must on no account 
he permitted to ire-cominoucc their wandering in Central 
India, “ where they prey upon peaceful people” , but that 
an order should be recorded by the Local Government 
directing the men to remove themselves from British India. 
It was added that the Agent to the Gov’-ernor General in 
Bclnchistan would he requested to move the Chief to pre- 
vent the return of the men.

Home Department No SOI, d.ilcd 17th the pUl’pOl’t of the aboVC- 

Apnii878 mentioned telegram by letter 

it was suggested that the Commissioner in Sind could, if 
necessary, communicate direct with the Agent, Governor 
General, in Beluchistan. A copy of the correspondence with 
the Government of the Korth- Western Provinces and the 
Chief Commissioner of the Central Provmces in regard to the 
Beluchi gang that was found wandering about the Banda 
District was also sent to the Bombay Government, with the 
remark that possibly these Beluchis formed a part of the 
gang sent on to Sind, and that numerous complaints had 
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been roTOivcd from vnnonsqtmrfcTs of tho nusconduct of tlio 
men m tho places through rrhioh thov passed. Tho Govern 
ment of India conolndcd hy saving that “ it is ahsolutclv 
"necessary to deport these people, and to put tho lair in 
"motion ajunst them if thov agam attempt to enter British 
" India" A copy of tho letter addressed to the Bombav 
Govdmmont was sent to tho Foreign Department for tho 
issne of tho necessary orders to tho Agimt, Governor 
General 

46 On tho 30th Slay lost tho Government of Bombav 
sent for tho considcmtion of tho Govemraent of India 
copies of two letters from the Commissioner in Sind dated 
tho 24th of February and 14th of Jfav last, rcspcotiidv, 
on tho subject of allowing largo gangs of foreign ragraiits 
to bo collected together and sent mto a province with 
which they had no concern. 

In his letter of tho 14th Fobruarv 1878 the Com 
missionor in Smd dwelt largolv on tho uselessness of deport

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’Boin'bay GovernBient, under Section 3 of Act III. of 1864 
to remove themselves from British India. After exijlaining 
the action he had tahen in giving effect to the wishes of the 
Bombay Government in respect to this gang, Mr. Melvill 
made some general observations on the subject of the treat- 
ment of foreign vagrants. Some of these observations were 
based partly on a mistaken impression that the practice of 
sending vagrants to Sind was founded on the belief that they 
were the inhabitants of Sind ; whereas in reality they were 
deported to Sind whenever it happened to be the most con- 
venient route to the native places of the persons concerned. 
Mr. Melvill added — 

(4.) I cannot exacrgeiate the inconvenience whicb. tlie guarding 
of tins laige gang foi tlie last two oi three months has caused, and I 
am appiehensive that owing to the length of our frontier and its 
want of police, especially along the desert of the Upper Sind frontier 
distnct, the gang will elude the vigilance of the police, and escape 
hack into India I would eainestly heg that the attention of the Govein- 
ment of India he called to the subject, so that each Government or 
Admimstration in India may adopt a uniform line of conduct, and not 
merely divest itself of further responsibility in breaking up such gangs 
> by massing them together, and sending them at infinite cost of tioublo 
and money into the adjoining province 

4i7. On a subsequent reference from the Bombay Go- 
vernment about the return to Sind of some of the vagrants 
deported to Beluchistan, the Boreign Department ordered 
the Governor General’s Agent to co-operate with the Sind 
authorities in preventing the return of deported Beluchis ; 
and received a telegram from that officer saying that the 
local authorities were taking the necessary action in the 
matter. 

48. In the police report of the Central Provinces for 
the year 1877 the Government of India noticed remarks 
about a number of Heratees wandering about those Pro- 
vmces and preymg upon the villagers. With reference to 
those remarks, the Government of India passed the following 
orders to the Chief Commissioner m a letter dated the 
28th dune last : 

(S.) The only point which calls for any special remarks from 
the Government of India relates to the circumstance that a gang or 
gangs of Heiatees have been wandering about the Raipur and otbei 
districts, levying black-mail fiom the villagers. Stiiugent measures 
should lie adopted foi the treatment of these foreigners m the distncts

or molcshng; the people. The dutnet onthontia ehould ho preparM to

In reply, I am to invite the attention of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor to Rule VI. of the Provincial Service Rules circu- 
lated with Financial Resolution No. 1709, dated the 22nd March 1877, 
which runs — ‘ A Local Governn;ent must accept without remonstrance 
any charge which would, under the system in force before 1-871-72, 
have been recorded under any of the tiansferred heads of Account 
in the accounts of its Presidency or Province, and must not raise 
objections on such grounds as that the charge has origmated outside 
the Presidency or Province\ This rule would appear to apply exactly 
to the present case, and it is clear that the charges incuired in the 
Punjab in this instance would, under the pievious system, have been 
recorded under the head of ‘ Police* in that Province. Under these 
circumstances His Excellency the Governor General in Council regrets 
that he is unable to recognize any claim to refunds on this account, 
either from the Central Provinces or any other Province.

all a frontier province is the only province that can ade- 
quately, and without excessive expense and trouble, deal 
with these vagrant gangs. 


63. The Bombay Government do not seem to require 
any special orders. But it is deemed useful to circulate for 
the mformation and guidance of all the Local Governments 
and Administrations and the officers subordinate to them 
general instructions in respect of the treatment of foreign 
vagrants while in British India, as the Government of 
India are not prepared to undertake any special legislation 
on the subject of gipsy gangs. 

Those.instructions are — 

(1) that the frontier provinces are responsible that 
such gangs are not allowed to pass into 
India ;

referred to through the Northern parts of the Bombay districts so as 
to be passed through Sind to AflPghanistan, and that they should be 
started hence m four or five detachments undei the surveillance of the 
civil authorities by routes laid down for them.

On my arrival hero this morning I was besot by a crowd who com- 
plained that the baraai and smiounding villages had been plundered 
yesterday by a laigc gang of robbers , that besides ghee, iice, fowl, and 
other articles of food, they had stolen a bag of Rs. 97 fiom one person, 
a handkerchief fiom another, and a cloth from a sepoy. Tho lobbeis are 
the Iranees who ariivcd at this place yesterday from Nagui, in all 
ICO individuals I pioceedcd at once to their encampment accompanied 
by the amildai and complainants to enquire into the complaints. 

The Iranees denied the charges of robbery, but reasoned that, 
haMng left their own country on account of famine and obtained 
passports authorizing their begging, they had a light to be fed by the 
villagers, and required three times as much food as the poor wretches of 
this country ; that they did not possess a rupee and could not subsist on. 
less than twenty rupees each day , that no Iranee could exist on less than, 
one seer of the finest rice, a seer of the best wheat, and a seer of ghee, 
besides a sheep of the best sort for every four men and individuals, also 
a seer of Bengal gram for each pony (73 in all). 

If these plundoiing beggars weie not under the piotection of an 
escort, and the inhabitants were not afraid of the Government, there would 
be many scenes of violence and blood These sturdy vagrants are now in 
the heart of the Mysore territory, and I have received the Commis- 
sioner‘’s instructions to send an escort with them to Bangalore. I cannot, 
however, permit the present system of plunder and terror to continue 
which excites just discontent amongst the people and brings disbonoui 
on the British name I have ordered tho Iianees to be fed at the expense 
of Government and thiough Government agency, and appointed a 
goomashtah to accompany the party and keep a daily account, which 
arrangement will, I trust, meet with the Commissionei's approval. 

As the duffadar (who was beaten by them) and peons forming the 
escort have no control oVer these lawless and reckless bands, 1 have 
ordered a jemadar and twelve sowars to escort the party to Bangaloie.

the instructions therein contained, the Iranees weie disarmed and 
searched here on the 29th ultimo, and the whole party made over to the 
Amildar of Bangaloie the same day. They did not appear to possess 
much money or jiroperty of any kind except a large number of cooking 
ntensils of different descriptions ; their women and childien wore orna- 
ments of shells and beads with rupee, eight and four-anna pieces 
alternately strung together. Several of the men had silver chains or 
girdles ("kuidora^’) round their waists, but not of any great value. I 
consider, howevei, that in the aggregate they had sufficient property to 
pay foi their own expenses, piovided they had been compelled to dispose 
of their tattoos, about 80 in number. The matchlocks, knives and 
daggers taken from the Iranees were made over to the Amildar of 
Bangalore.

In acknowledging the recept of Extract from Minutes of Consul- 
tation dated 11th March 1856 directing me to state why no report 
was made to Government regarding certain Iranees passed through 
a portion of this district, and calling for a full explanation of their 
entry into the country, I have the honour to submit the following 
statement for the information of Government. In December last a 
party of Iranees, consisting of men, women and children, entered North 
Canara from Darwar with passes from the Bombay local authorities 
in their possession, and weie consequently permitted to proceed to the 
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Coart in chnijp ot a partv of peon* from the Joint Masutnte'i Dmiioa 
for the purpose of cmbarting for Mecca. 

2 It mu impossible to obtmn sbippiofr for Mecca m tbu distnct 
flud doubtful u-betber tho opplicants intcadod to go tbere, and w I 
did not confider it prudent to allow tbeso people to nnreb furtbet 
South as tbej wished to do^ I arranged to send them under escort hr 
tho most direct route towards Calcutta— the point to which, under the 
above circumstances, they wuhed lo proceed on their rcium to their 
own country "With this new I oddres cd the Sapcnntcndcut of tho 
Nagnr Division, and forwarded tho partv from Oodasicc (where I 
happened to be on thar amvni) iitf tho Agumhy GhauL 

3 Although 1 did not deem it nght to permit so large □ number 
of strangento wander through the coanlrr os tber phutod, it did 
not appear to me to bo nccesary to report tbcir amral to Qor mment 
after they had bcea allowed to proceed so far through Bnlish tcnilory, 
particularly ns tho presence of their wives and children was in some 
way a guarantee for tlicir conduct, and rendered the apprtln'tj ion of

tliey were ' cry successful. It will be observed that whilst the party 
fiom Sl> u euteied India, vid Pcsbawar and tbc Punjab, the other from 
ICirmr came vid Candahar to Mooltan, and that the two parties did 
not r i again for nearly three ycais till they leached Shimoga ; both 
parties contrived to obtain passpoits from the authoiitics cn ^ouic which 
arc forwarded for inspection. They denied that they even represented 
it their intention to proceed to Mecca, but proposed to visit all the 
principal stations South before they turned then steps to Calcutta or 
Bengal Proner. Ahmud Beg, one of the headmen, says that a brother 
of hic -ugal Provinces with an equally numeious party The 

niau named Alh Uskur .alluded to in the statements as a Mowlavi, who 
joined them at Delhi, was immediately iccoguized at this office as a 
servant of a horse dealer (Ilossain Zall Beir) who visited IMadras five 
or SIX 3 ears ago. At first he denied ever having been at Madras, but 
admitted he had been at Bangaloio Subsequent!}^ he acknowledged 
that he had been hero for a few da^s , he states lliat he was afterwaida 
111 the seivicc of one hlahomcd Saduck, a pnnter at Bombay, from 
whence he carried books to Lucknow for sale. After which he entered 
the service of Movlavi iMahomed Baukir at Delhi, wdicie he met his 
countrymen fiom Shiiaz, who prevailed on him to join them as a teacher 
to then children, for which the}’’ promised to pay him a trifle for each 
child, and to support him, w hich they can afi’ord to do as they collect 
money in the different towns on subscription papers. Ho is desiious to 
leave their company and join some meichants at Madias with whom he 
IS acquainted. He states that the various parties aic always fighting 
with one another, but that he does not behove that they are dishonest and 
commit robberies. 

2 . At 6 o^clock this morning I musteied the whole body within the 
Fort at Poonamallce, and divided them into four parties under then respec- 
tive heads oi jemadars, according to the lists annexed, that is to say, two 
parties of those calling themselves Shirazites and two of Kirmanites. 
There is a decided feud between the Shirazites and Kirmanites oiiginally 
caused about a misunderstanding respecting a woman whose husband was 
lallcd at Mahidpore, and who is now claimed by the biothei of the deceas- 
ed, he alleging that he contracted a nickah mauiage with her soon alter 
the decease of her late husband, but, in addition to this division, there aie 
splits between the othei parties, and they, one and all, beg that they 
may be allowed to separate and take difi’eient routes First, because they 
cannot agree, and, secondly, because they find that their number alaims 
the inhabitants of the villages, and, moreover, that they find difficulty 
in some places to procure provisions in sufficient quantity. They 
distinctly state that they can make their way through the countiy in 
an honest and peaceable manner by the contiibutions which they collect 
from charitable persons in towns and large places. It is quite evident 
tliat they have money and some jewels, as they aie most anxious to 
obtain leave to visit the bazaars to make puichases. 
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3. After I had arranged the parties tha morning in a tcit cnxti 
manner, nnd just ns I was leaving, unfortnnalcly two women of dmoct 
w^es quarrelled and instantlj’ camo to blowi, and it was with some 
dilBcalty that they were tom aiimder I sent the agCTWtar to a cell 
and the other was taken away hr her fnends, and I did not leave the 
place until the excitement caused bv this sqoalblo had tubstded. 1 hal 
scarcely reached the quarters of Colonel Impett, when word was Ironght 
that a general fight had coramenced, and I returned to the Port in com 
pany with tho Colonel where a remarkablo scene presented itrelC Nearly 
the whole body, men and women, were in open itamisbing order, gene, 
rally armed with long bamboo staves and a sharp action with brick 
hats and stones was going on from tho rear and flants whilst the centre was 
earnestly fighting hand to hand- At this penod there was not a sound be 
yond tho blows oU wore deeply engaged in this gnrat conflict bctnTt.n tho 
two parties in which tho women distinguished thcmselTes for thnr fary and 
vioIencQ ; tho body of ono women was Inng near the centre m a slate of 
insonsihUity covered with blood and most of them were bleeding from 
wounds in difTerent parts of their bodies It was with the greatest diiH 
cnlty that tho parties were separated and disarmed and the only iray to 
prevent tho renewal of the fight was bv rtmonng the Kirmanites m a 
body from the Fort andera strong milifaiy pnanJ into some puffia 
bungalow m the neighbourhood where a guard will placed For tonatrly 
the doctor was on tho greond, and the woman who was lo scrcrrlr 
wounded received immediate attention and the others liad ibctr woanJi 
dressed This scene was a good example of what might U the 
qucncc if these people were permitted to waoder through tho country

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T//e statement of Mahomed Beg of Shhaz . — I am a native of 
Sliiiaz. In my own country I am styled siltoon, that is to say, one who 
has faimeis and labomers under him. About four years ago many 
people left our countiy because there was a famine for want of lain, and 
locusts destioyed our fruits and our sheep died. I left my couutry with 
my wife, son and daughter, and 16 followeis, namely, eight men, six 
women, and two children We were joined by a party of 87 undei another 
siltoon named Khooda Moorat, who lives about four coss distance fiom 
my village. We first moved to Kirman, which is ten days^ journey from 
our country, and theie we stopt foi about a month. We weie here 
joined by a paity of 47 Kirmanese, men, women and children, under a 
siltoon or jemadai named Miiza Abbas, and another paity of 30 
under Goolam Ally siltoon. We then all travelled to Khoiasaw to 
visit the tomb of a saint, where we remained about a month , from thence 
we travelled to Herat Meeiza Tehmas, the uncle of the present King, 
gave us a present of Rs. 100 before we started from Kuman, and on 
the load to Herat we lived on the charity of the inhabitants, many of 
whom were known to us. We remained in Herat later than a month, 
and the whole party from thence proceeded to Cabul At Cabul we 
resolved to separate, and our two parties from Shiraz determined to come 
to Hindustan vid Guzni and Peshawar, whilst the Kirmanese under 
Mirza Abbas and Goolam Ally to the route to Candahar. We stayed 
30 days at Peshawar where we visited the English authorities and got a 
passport. We then went to Lahore, there we stayed a month, and we 
remained travelling about the Punjab for about a year We also 
visited Maritsir, alter which we went to Delhi, there we delivered 
the passport we had obtained at Peshawar and got the one now produced 
from the second Governor. We then went to Lucknow On the first day 
we presented ourselves at the palace gate , the whole paity received at 
the rate of Rs. 2 each We remained at Lucknow six months begging. 
We then went to a village near Puttinghur, where we were attacked by 
a large body of robbers under a famous chief named Moosaially. 
fhej had fire-arms and swords. We had four muskets, but were afraid 
use them They fiied upon us and then closed, and we fought hand 
j hand My own brothei and nephew were shot dead, and five of us 
were wounded I was severely wounded by a sword cut on the head. 
We were plundered. We were lobbed of money and property of the 
value of Rs. 4,000, namely, caipets which we brought for sale, all 
our copper utensils, some trinkets and Rs. 400 in money which we 
collected at Lucknow and Delhi We returned immediately to Lucknow, 
where we complained to Colonel Sleeman, who wrote to the King to 
call upon him to issue oideis for the apprehension of the robbers, 
and after ten days three men weie brought in , but as they were not 
identified, nothing could be done In about a month afterwards we 
got Rs 1,000 from the king as compensation. Colonel Sleeman 
having written on our behalf We then went to Cawnpore, where we 
remained a month, from thence to Acbarabad, where we stayed two months , 
thence to Gwalior , from thence to Mahidpore, The pony of one of our 
men named Raheem strayed into a field where it was found grazing

^Hien Robeem diMOvered the Inttoo he 
nsj^ tho to return it,lmt ho refosed and abused him, which Eaheem 
iretarned The man then went to tho Cutwnl and brought a sepoy named 
KonJay Khan who abused Raheom, and when Raheem returned it tho 
e^y out him down with a sworf and killed bun We all went to the 
place, and presently an offloor who was encamped near there omved 
^Vlth troops, the Cntwal ha?mg reported to him that we had slain 
a sepoy in the Company's service; but when the officer saw the corpse, 
ho said tlio Cotw^ was a har and placed hun m confineroent. Kanlav 
Khan was sent to Mahidpore, where he was sentenced to imprisonment 
for life by grout ^ntlemen Baheem was not more than 20 years 
of age he left a widow named Piesah We remained at Mnhidporo more 
than a month while tho enquiry was pn>ceeding We then went to 
Indore, from thence to Malligmim thonce to Ahmednaggur thence to 
Sholapore afterwards to Dharwar from Dharwar to Shimoga. Two days 
after our arrival at this place the partiea of Jlirra Ahhaa and Goolam 
Ally, from whom we parted at Cobul as stated above obont throe years 
ago, arrived, and wo wore all token to Bangalore and sent down to 
Madras 


At Shimoga the widow Pietoh went to Goolam Ally Jemadar 
who IS married to her sister beeauso she had no relation of her own 
with our party To this her husband s brother All Ponah objected on tho 
grounds that he had contracted a meka mamsgo with her This hod 
fed to a misuoderstandi^ and quarrels. Oor parties from Shims 
were never at Bombay We got no passports after wt» left Doibi Wo 
never saw the sea- I ^^“t that wo may bo eoparatod from Uio 
Kirmaneso, becanso it is dimcrult to find provisions for so larro o pnrtj 
If wo aro permitted wo will buy cloths and trade. Wo nave a few 
rupees winch we hove reomved m chanty — some have Rs» 6 others 
Hb 10 other* lU.

At Delhi I met with one Moulovi Alli Uikar a native of Shlmz 
who had been many year* settled there. He joined our party otnl 
has been with us over bince I never said that wo were going to ‘Nlcccn 
We were dnveu from our Native land by dutress, and our object in com 
ing to India was to beg and hero wo wish to remain fivo nr sir years, 
and if wo get enough money, then we will return to our country, other 
wise ivo will stay and die hero

IVe all 
travelled together os far as Chbnl, where we tsparated, and the people 
of Shirax went to Peshawar, whilst we from Kirman went to Coudahar 
Shiknrpore, Mooltan, perogepore and Delhi and w© travelled about till 
we arrived at Shimoga. We never saw the sea. At Mthidpore the 
gentlemen gave me tbe possport whiob 1 have produced here. We showed 
Buheenpbon papers to gentlemen at difierent stations who gave os 
Ba i, 8, 6 After leavmg Shimoga we met a gentleman on 
horseback who asked ns what we wanted and he then gave os Es SO 
and seven sheep, and he ordered os mon^ thinn and gave ns 16 carts to 
remove our famihes so kind was this genSemen that ho would have 
given na Bs 80 if we had asked him for them. Afterwards we found that 
Hs 20 and eeven sheep were not enough for our daily coutumphon, as it 
only gave us 2 annas and 8 pie per be^ We eomplamed at Bannloro 
that this was not enough there we were told that tbe great goctlomen 
at Madras would aupply tuffioient for us We ore ready to go to any 
part of the world provided it is not by sea We will return to our own 
country if money enough is given to us Give me a possport and I 
will go away quite separate from the other ^ple who ill treat and pull 
my beard out by the roots on aooouut of fhesih. Piesah was not well 
treated by her late husband Baheem and bis relations and now his 
brother Ah Panah chums her as his nicka wife, haviag already on old 
woman for a wife who sbuses and ill treats Pies^ and she will not 
stay there and wants to remain with us. If Mahomed Beg and others 
will swear on the Koran that there was a mamago ceremonv, then 1 will 
give up the girh I want to go first to Calcutta ond then to bog to 
Jammoo, Cashmere, and other countnes.

destination (Calcutta) by the most direct mute under an escoit sufiicieut 
to gnu the people confidence, and prevent them fiom cvlortiiig aims 

4 In leply, the Superiutcndciit of Nuggui was informed that he 
was to relieve the guard of peons sent fioin Canara, and to take eflbctual 
measures to pre\cnt the party from loitering on the load. The Supeiin- 
tendents of Chittledioog and Astagram were also diiccled to lelieve the 
guards on the party reaching the frontiers of their respective divisions. 

5 Beports haanngbeeu iccened from the Superintendent of Chiltle- 
droog of the Iianees having been guilty of nets of violence in his district, 
I wrote the following letter on 26th February to the Police Magistiateat 
Bangaloie ;

‘^Sn, I baae the honour to forward copy of a letter, w-ith its 
enclosure, fiom the Superintendent of Chittledioog, having reference to 
the passage through this territory of a party of Iranees, numbering 
in men, women and children about 160 They are furnished with pass- 
ports from the Bombay authorities as being on then way, I think, 
to Calcutta vid Madias, aud uuder this pass have been foi warded by 
the Magistrate of Canara, 

Since entering the Chittledroog Division they have been guilty 
of acts of violence, plundering villageis of supplies, and setting the 
police guard which accompanied them at defiance, so as to lender it 
necessaiy foi a guaid of Silladais to bo placed ovci them. 
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It having boon orrunged that tho party thouU procctd to 
Madraa xnif Oisoor and aa the Magiatrate of that Distnot moy not 
havo the mcatu at his diepoeal for controliing these vogubondi, 1 deem 
it expedient that they shonld bo dittnned at Bangalore on their amval 
there, and I request you -mil take meoaure* to carry tini into effect 

"It may he |)rudent for you to call upon the Officer Cornmanding 
Bangalore for military aid to effect thi* purpose. I thereforo reqnert 
you will do BO The p^y may bo expected to arrive at B^gnloro on 
the 27th or 28th instant and the Amildar has been directed to have 
them conducted direct to your Office. 

" After the party has been disnnnedj I deem it expedient that their 
boggage and persons should be eearobed in order to ascertain whether 
they have not the meani of paying for their own sopplies on the rood. 


" This being done, I request you wi/I hand the whole party over 
to the Amildar of Bangalore, who has been instnicted to forward them 
on their journey^' 

6 These lastroctions were earned oot to the letter by hlaior 
Miller The party was dismissed and senrebed in the presence of a 
detachment of Her Majesty’s 43rd Light Infantry and was transferred 
to the care of the Collector of Salem m a state in ^tueh they could do 
comparatively btUe barm 


7 Such were tho armimstances under which this party of 
vftgabouda passed through Mysore, and olthongh I am houna to 
admit that, to use the words of your letter they were fostered iDStcud 
of puniibed as they ought to have been yet I do not well loo how 
the authonbee hero could hove acted otherwise without a ccrtnmty 
of bloodshed. They entered the Mysore country without warning of 
ony land, beyond the letter from the Collcotor of Canara, stating that 
they were to be forwarded to Calcutta under posses from Bombay antho- 
nhes It was natond to suppose that these passes were given to them 
on some oondition and with some ohgcol, but there was no time to 
make roforences They were bold, turbulent ond hungry, and possessed 
of orms which they were quite ready to moke use of find they been 
refused food they would have tnlren it by force, which would have had 
to be met with force such os tho dutnot offioors had not ot their com 
mond for men and women who, when nnarmed, waged such a battle 
as Mr^ !^iot witnetscd m the Fort at Poonatnalleo, would with arms 
in their bauds have cared bUl© for villago police and would not have 
submitted to any but an overwhelming force of Native troops withoat a 
eangumsry strogglo. Indeed on one occasion before tho escort of Sniadars 
was sent to them, they set tho police ot defiance dohljLratcJy loaded their

1 8on*o two months s^ I roceired information from tho Supenn 
tendent of Police, Madura, mfc a i^rty of about 105 Ilecratocf were 
travelbog South i that tbiy were inclined to be Irouble^mo, taking 
fowls and other things from the vaiogers without paying for them lie 
menUoaed baniig sent four constables to accompany the party to prevent 
any ahusQ on their part la the Madom Dutnet, and reqaestod me to 
relievo his men. Accordingly I did so by a Deputy Head Coostablo and 
pix constables. 

2 This was all the mfonnation I received about these pcpolc 
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3 . Tlicv cinio (low n lornhmc6l(,'ili li} llic Tiiiiik XJontl (No, 4 ), nod 
ill EC'\f'in] ]il icc^: tlirnii^li wliicli thov jn'Jsod tlipio ^^orc ontciic'? of ///<?//

5 . They had reeoued passports from the Magistrates of several 
districts through winch they liad passed, and these passports they 
appear to make nsc of, so} mg that llio}^ are “ Cluccn‘’s Orders” to 
enable them to do what they like. 

G They applied to Deputy Magistrate Vcncat Dow of this District 
for a pas-jport, and he referred the matter to the Magistrate (Mr. 
Moddcilmin), who consulted me, and I ijaxe it as m3' tirni opinion tliat 
furnishing these people with passports w.is the crrcalost absurdity. It 
could ]iO'Sihlv he of no use, and would probably load to "icat abuse. 
A band of Korav'us or Yorlvulus might as well obi im passpoits. The 
iVLigislratc decided not (0 fuinish them with pnccporls, ami aKo came to 
the conclusion that the best thing would be to make tlicm “mo\c on”. 
Accordingl} this was done 

7 On leaving Palamcottah the Ilccratccs separated into two 
parlies— one going by 'Nanganary and Vullioor into Tiavancoic, wdnlc 
the other sec out for Tuticonn, purposing to emhnk there for Ceylon. 
"With both parties I sent police constables in 01 dor that they might 
observe and prevent any oppression. 

8. The party to Travancorc was piisscd out of the distiict, but 
the Tuticorin party, instead of embarking there, came inland again, and 
went down South to Palayvcllee, Valayuddec, and othei places. At tlie 
first-mentioned place some of the women managed to clfcct an entrance 
into a rich man’s house, and stoic ihcicfrom n box contammg money, 
jewels, &e The things stolen wore first missed aftoi the Hcoiatccs women 
left the village, and on then being missed, a chase was at once set up by 
some of the villagers, a few Kavilg.ars, .and police constables. The women 
weie ovei taken on a sandy desert, and in their possession w'cie found all 
the stolen articles, besides a number of pick loclrs and false keys. The 
women arc in custody, and wall undeigo trial The men of the party 
were not with the w’omen when the latter were airesteK Had they 
been, there would probably have been some trouble in anestmg the 
women During the night, aftei the anest of the women, a good deal of 
firing was heaid in the direction of Valayuddee, whither the men had 
gone, and it is presumed that they weio firing to attract the women 
towards their propei whereabout. 

9 . The men, with a number of other women and children, are still 
roaming about the country, and on consultation with the Magistrate, 
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WO havo como to the coBclnaion tiuit Iho best thing to bo done is to mote 
thom “ move on^ out of tbo district Such is tho case 

10 There is no doubt that these Heeruteea are a band of 
xnomuderBj nod that they havo abased and do abuse most shamefully, 
the passports which wore lurmshed to them in seyeral distncts beforo 
amviDg hero 

1 1 "Why these Heeratecs have come down hero I caitmot tell, they 
profess to barter m precious Btontm, &c , but this is only a subterfuge. 

13 I bnug all this to your noUce with a view to your tating {my 
measures that you may deem proper to prevent «nch large gauge of 
despemto men and women wiUi fire-arms to room the country ad 
liinium after obtaining passports, to nso as a means of opprfssmg the 
poor Ignorant villogo people and hereafter should such gangs be pot 
mitted to poaa on from district to district, I beg that some orders may 
he issued to enable me or any Sapenntendeut to whoso district such 
characters proceed to obtain corroct and proper information os to tho 
reason of such people Jeanng their own country, the reasons that they 
nro furmshed with posaporta the object of their jonmeyi, tbcir final 
dostmation gtc. for with such mfonnatioD those men might bo more 
cosily dealt with 

13 Finally should these pooplo romam any longer in this dutnet, 
giving trouble, I havo tho honour to request instruction as to how they 
are to be dealt with. It may to said and justly so, ** if gmJty of any 
oflbncc oxtoitiOD theft, &C., arrest, and have them puDishra under tho 
Penal Code* but it must he remembered that it is a very diflioult matter 
to get the Ignorant bwer classes, on whom the oppression is generally 
praetiacd to como forward and oomplam pahiiclj of their Josses, Thoj 
would rather in most coses lose sheep, fowls and other prowrtv and 
let enob go than bo obliged to proceed to tbo Snb-ilagiitmtoa 

CntclicnT wait there for days while tho case is undergoing inquiry, nnd 
nftorwnrda be obliged to leavo thoir occupation for weeks whilo tboj 
have to appear at court, to give ovidonco against their oppressors. 

For tins reason, I believe much of tbo inju liec pracli 
such maraudors docs not como to light ond it is only m a few instoni’C., 
when the furtv plundered is an innocDtiol man, that wo arc enabled to 
get bold ot and bring such indiviJuuU under the lash of the law 

15 I havo heard much pnvotcU which never would bo brought 
forward by %i parties oCnciallj UnJu’ tbero circumstauccs I con»idcr 
Romo epccmletepa require to bo taken against such pcopfo as thruj 
nccmteca, 

16 I wnto this after consultation uith tho Jragistratc

Thb Government understand the object of ilr HohmioQ • letter 
to bo to obtain general imtruttions as to tho course to bo adeq ted 
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in tlie ea'jc of sucTi gangs of stmdy armed beggars as be 
describes enter mg the Bntisli territory, and wander mg about living 
by begging, or latlier extortion and theft, and he deprecates 
the practice of Magistrates furnishing them with passports, which 
are rrnnecessai’y for any good puipose, but are liable to be greatly 
abused. 

3 The Government entirely concur with him on this point, and 
resolve to instruct all Magistrates, accordingly, that they are not to 
giant passports in such cases, and are to be specially careful not to allow 
such bands to pass through then districts, but to send them back at 
once, and warn them not to return. 

3. The course generally to be adopted in such cases as are described 
IS to compel the gang to quit British territory by the nearest route in 
the dn ection of then own country, and for this purpose to pass them 
back under pohee surveillance, but certainly not to advance them fuither 
into oiir own districts, unless with the view of reaching the coast, as tho 
nearest point whence they may be deported 

4 The pnnciples of the Foreigners Act (No III. of 1864) should 
be kept in view, and the attention of Police Superintendents should be 
diawn to that law 

5 The Government do not clearly understand from the papers 
before them whence these men came, and how far they had been passed 
on through British territory , but they have leason to think that the 
same gang were expelled fiom the Mysore country m a Northerly 
direction some months ago, and they desire to leeeive a full lepoit as to 
the route by which they reached Tmnevelly, and by the sanction of what 

' Magistrates they penetrated so far South, and why none of the District 
Superintendents of Police, through whose ranges they must have passed 
made any report of them. 

6. Ml Eobinson styles the men Heeratees, natives of Hydrabad, 
and the Government would have assumed that he lefeiied to Hydiabad 
in Sind, but from his mention that ‘the Noithein Circars have had 
several such visitations of lawless ruffians^^. If these gangs come fiom 
the Nizamis country, it would seem desiiable to address the Resident on 
the subject, and the Government wish to receive fuller information on 
this point 

7. As it IS probable that this particular band is by this time in 
the Tiavaneore country, copy of these Proceedings will b^ furnished to 
the Resident in Travancore and Cochin, with instructions to suggest to 
the Ra]ah’s Government the advisability of deporting these men by sea 
in the direction of their own country (whether Sind or the Deccan) 
via Bombay, and in communication wRh the authorities there.

8 On ita approach being reported I made arrangements to arrest 
ite progreae j bat before eny meosares of detention could bo earned into 
effect, it had passed Badwel and wn» on its way to Coddapah 

4 It reached the town of Coddapah on the 4th instant, and ii 
encamped in the vianity 

6 To-day I have received reports etntmg that lomo of tho 
women of the party on their way from Bodwol to Coddapah robbed 
houses in two vulages stealmg from one ortiolce valoed at fifty odd 
ropees and from the other some silver bangles, JLn, Tho osoal procccdioga 
wiU be adopted open these reports 

6 The passage of tho bond throogh tho distnct has not m other 
ways been onaccompaoied by distarbaneo- Tho inhabitants of certain 
viUagee in the Badwcl Taloq trero so alarmed at its approach, that 
theyVoluntanly nbondoned their houses ond fled into tbo jnngle They 
apprehended lU usage and ertorbon 

7 Unless I rccoivo instructions to Uio contrary I propose when

0 The ipoheemcn of the party threo in nuraher call Ihrnwlrc, 
mpcetively, Itoeham Khan, Naaccf Khan and \ar Mahomid Khan 
They are not nt nil commnmcative nnd giTo^ vague and unral,.fac 
tor/nn.mr. to the qnratione I put them They ovlt that they are 
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dealeis in precious stones , but tbeir present stock in trade consists of 
cut-pebbles and false diamonds, and tuiquoises made of glass. They 
declare that they traffic in horses , but they have only countiy ponies 
mth them. At first they said they had only one musket m then band. 
It turns out that there aie six They have silver bangles and silver 
chains lound their waists, which look more like the produce of Hindoo 
manufacture than like ornaments made m Mussulmen communities. 
That their band is a band of mere beggars is probable, because one 
of the houses their women aie reported to have robbed belongs to a 
co-rehgionist. 

10 They do not describe their wandenngs clearly. They say their 
band left Heerat two years ago, travelled by Candahar, Quetta, and the 
Bolan Pass to Shikarpoor in Sind, and then came South into Central 
India. 

11. But this route does not agree with the loute certain passports 
they produce would indicate. These documents, I should premise, are 
mostly personal, and do not refer to a company of travellers. The 
eaihest of them in date is a pass granted by the Deputy Commissioner 
of Pohee at Calcutta in May 1862 to Rosham Khan to travel in the 
direction of Patna foi two months. 

12 All the other passes are dated 1864 and 1865. I gather from 
them that Nazeef Khan, at all events, was in the early part of the 
former year in the Central Provinces, at Saugor and Indore, and that 
later he was at Broach, Sattara, Poona, &c He and Yar Mahomed 
received passes (No. 81 and 82) from the Commissioner of Police at 
Madras on the 4th of March 1865. Theie are also lecent passes issued 
in the Mysore country, and one, dated August 23rd, granted by the 
Magistrate of Bellary. 

13. The latter passport leads me to believe that the band may be 
the very company complained of as havmg been in Tinnevelly. If the 
band was in the latter district not later than the beginning of July last, 
^hele IS nothing to prevent its having found its way North into 
the Bellaiy District by the end of the succeeding mouth. The spokes- 
men will not admit that it ever has travelled South of Madras, but their 
denial is nothing to the pomt. 

14. I am disposed to believe that the nationality of the band is 
truly described, because the women wear the costume of the wandering 
tribes in Central Asia. The band consists of 60 souls, of whom 14 are 
men, and the remamder women and children. 

Order thereon. 

The Government think it better to maintain the rule laid 
down in their former order, and desire that this band of wandering 
foreigneis be sent back by the Bellaiy Distiict into the Bombay 
teiutory, from which it is shown by their passports that they 
came. 
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2 They sliould be moved on under tbe Burvcillunee of tho pohco 
ond tho Mag^ttrjto of Bollary will communicate mth tho Mogirtratc

They are strong powerful men that 
would overawe natives of these parts, and I am very loth to turn them 
loose upon the couiitr}', at the same time their contmuance here is more 
than inconvenient. No rain has yet fallen, there is not a blade of grass 
in the Collcctoiatc, and the price of giain is using lapidly which makes 
it difficult for them to feed their ammals Ihey liaio, I know, means of 
buying food, hut coraplam bitterly of then detention in a vciy dear 
place, and these aic considerations which, I trust, you will place before 
Go\ erumeut to show how urgently necessary it is to scud the gang 
clscwheie.

In reply to the memorandum from the Home Department No 2049, 
dated 23rd April 1870, the undersigned is directed to state that 
the Viceroy and Governoi General in Council in this Department is 
entirely opposed to the extension of Sections 5 to 25 of Act III of 
1864 to Sind, or any other part of the Bombay Presidency From 
Section 6, which directs every foreigner, on arriving at any part of 
India wheie all the provisions of the Act are in force, to report himself to 
the Commissioner of Police or Magistrate, and Sections 9, 10 and 14, 
which subject a foieigner to he apprehended if he fails to lepoit himself. 
His Excellency in Council is of opinion that the Act in question was 
meant to be used in times of great political disturbance. His Excellency 
in Council can hardly imagine a less judicious exercise of a high pre- 
logative than to subject every foreigner landing at Kuriachee to such 
piovisions for the sake of gaining a very doubtful nght to deal with a 
few vagrants, who seem not to be foreigners at all, and with whom, as 
stated by the Commissioner of Sind in his memorandum dated 30th 
September 1869, the police aie quite competent to deal. The corre- 
spondence forwaided with the office memorandum under acknowledg- 
ment also seems to show that it is a useless expense to deport gypsies, 
who are sure to return by a different route. 

2 As the solution of the matter, therefore, which most commends 
itself to the judgment of the Viceroy and Governoi General in Council 
in this Department, the Bombay Government might be informed that, 
if they cannot deal with the gypsies in the ordinary way, it is perfectly 
competent to them to pass a Bill in their own Legislature for the sup- 
pression of vagiancy in the Bombay Presidency This would be at once 
more -effectual and better suited to the exigency of the case, such as it is, 
than the proposed extension of Sections 5 to 25 of Act III. of 1864

I HAva the honour to report that aboat tho b^mmog' of the prc*ont 
month a gang of peraoni calling tbcmsolvea natire* of Cashmero amtwl 
at Khandwa from Hordn. They are all SlaMDlmanB hownrer, and their 
appearance is more that of Belooobces or lome other frontier tribe than 
of Qwhmfljrces. Thoy poasesced a rahdan perwannah from the 
Awwtant Coromiaionor nt Horda and while at Khnodwa, tbongh I 
cansed aome eaqairy to bo made by the pchco into thetr character, 
nothing appeared to emto eospioion On leaving Khondrro, however, 
they took tho Aaeecrghnr road and at Borgaon wnro reported to bare 
committed a eenes of outrage*, which ore now under investigation Hie 
fir8t*waa a doooity by aeven women of tho porty, committed on onotlicf 
woman, rwidcot at Borgaon, in which property omonntmg to nhont 
Bj 300 18 Bonl to have bero rohbc<L The other two were otsanlts 
by Boverol of tho men on two travcllcra at different place* on tho road 
one of which was accompanied by robbery On receiving these reports I 
had the whole gang bronght back to Khnodwa. Somo little re»istaoco 
was ofilred to their apprehenstoo by tho pohcc, and the two leader* have 
been convicted by Captain Scott of tin* ofTcnco, and tenlcnced to a *05811 
fine. The gang comnst of 16 men, 10 women and 24 children who 
have with them 40 pomes Seven women and fonrinon arc m jail 
whilo tho charge* above mentioned nro being investigated. Of tho other 
12 men two arc at large with the women and children, who oro encamp* 
cd onUido the town under i«rrei//a*<v and tho other ten arc in ^aro/*/ 
under remand, the police having report* of other thefts committed 
on tho hno of march adopted by these wanderer* which po#*ibIy 
hnng tho whole gang under Section 401 of the Indian Fcnal Code. 

I have taken tho ttatoments of tho two lender* regarding their 
prcnoQs proecodiDg* and meons of livelihood which may be given a* 
follow* They belonged ongmally to two gangs, both of wluch left 
Cashmere abont two year* ago os they »> with fnul, fhawb l.c.,foT 
»ale They proceeded, cj^f the Ponjob and (Jangctic \ alley to Calentta j 
thence to alidnaporc, whence one gang went to Cuttack Unrpote *nJ 
ibnodara, and the other, fj«f Sambnlpore and nel'ispore, to the rw 
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place wlicic Uic Wo gangs umted. Thence they proceeded to Nagpoie, 
Elhchpoie, Baitool, and Hurda, to Kbuudwa. They now state them- 
selves to be on their n ay towards Hyderabad, They do not profess to 
ha\ c had any Cashmoic merchandize to deal in since they lelt Calcutta, 
and now state their means of livelihood to be traflicliing in sham pearls, 
tinsel, lings, glass, imitation stones, &c , of which tliey have a small stock 
in hand. This is obviously the merest cloaks to their real means of 
livelihood. Amongst their property and on their peisons was found a 
large number of gold and silver ornaments, some of which have already 
been recognized as the pioduce of the Borgaon dacoity. I think it is 
not at all improbable that most of these have been obtained by theft 
and robbeiy in the course of then wanderings, and enquiries are now 
being made by the police along their back tracts. Four of the men 
were aimed with double-barrelled guns, and live with single barrels and 
a pistol. They had aims^ licenses of dilfeicut dates and places, alto- 
gcthci SK m number. Amongst these were the following,— 

Nagpoie license, 1 man, June 1864, 

Baitool do. 7 men, August 1867, 

Belaspoie do for 1 man, do. 1868, 

Nagporo do, do. Octobei 1868, 

from which it would appear that this is not the fust visit of some of 
them to these Pioimccs. One license for one man, granted in February 
1868 by the Magistrate of 24-Peigunnahs, has obviously been altered 
so as to make it a pass for foui years instead of months (the substitut- 
ed word IS spelt years”). Considering that such a gang of foreigners 
as this, with no tangible means of livelihood, and already concerned in 
seveial violent crimes in this district alone, clearly belong to the cate- 
gory referied to in Book Circular No. LIII. of 25th November 1868, 
I purpose detaining them here, irrespective of the result of the police 
enquiries and the magisterial investigation into the charges made 
against them, until I shall receive instructions on this report made in 
accordance with paragraph 4 of the Government letter forwarded with 
the above quoted circular. I think it highly desirable that the whole 
gang should be permanently deported from India.

‘Wrm reference to your letter to tho Magistrate of Balasorc regard 
ing a party of Ilerotoca who havo been stopped in that distnct, for 
warded to mo with your endorsement of the 10th instant No 2870, I 
havo tho honour to commnnicato that they, with their leader Hoshun 
Khan were stopped at Midnaporo on their way down for violent bullying 
conduct and display of guns to the alarm of tno vilbgcrs. The Jfagr*- 
trnto found they bad obtamed licenses from Uic antlionlies of the 
24-Pcrgunnabe and of Howrah to carry guns under prclcnco of going ha^ 
tbitmgh Control India to Jondpore rirf Singbhoom, o journey which 
they^imatod would only oecupy a few weeks. But it apix-areJ, on 
enquiry at Hooghly and llowrah that they liad loitered In JeUano^ 
and elsewhere terronising the inlrahitants, and Itad then giren rut that 
tlicy wero going to Babsore But bcanni: that the Magistrate er 
Balasorc was warned, tbej tamed off to ilidnaport, where tucj fat-* 
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tlicy were ffoin^ io Smgblioora rtd Giittnclc. While in .Tchanahad they 
\\ ere several times on the verge of being arrested foi criminal proceedings. 

The ^Tagistrate of ^Iidnaporc, after holding proceedings under Act 
XXXI. and Act VI of 18G6, impounded the guns which they had witU 
them and revoked their licenses. 1 instiiiclcd him ultimately to forward 
the guns at their cost to the Magistinte of Cuttack, to be delivered to 
them there if the Jlagistrate thought fit, and to keep an eye (not by an 
open escort) on them as far as Balasoie. No news had then been 
received of disturbances in the interior. 

3. I desired the IMagistrato of Midnapore to institute a searching 
enquiry into the proceedings of the gang, and to carry that enquiry out 
as far back ns information was to be had, extending, if need be, to their 
proceedings cti tonic from the North-Western Provinces, and^directed that 
in the meanwhile the gang should be deknned by legal measures against 
the leading menibci's of it. They found no difTiculty, however (being 
evidently familiar with the proceeding), in giving security for good conduct. 

4-. The information cnllected by ^Ir Ile3mold9 shows that their 
latest course was from the North-Wcstcin Provinces through Churaparun^ 
Purneah and Dinagepore to Gonalpar.a in Assam (a part of the town on 
uhich they were thcrasohes silent), whence they returned m the begin- 
ning of the present jear through Ilungpore and llajmehnl to Howrah. 

5. It appears that in every place they visited they have been kept 
under the eye of the police, and on their departure have sometimes been 
escorted by a guard of constables to the boundary — a mode of 
suneillancc of which I can hardly say I approve In one of the Eastern 
districts a member of the gang was convicted of culpable homicide, and 
impiisoncd for seven years, and in another district the gang was suspected 
of having stoleu a horse. In Midnapore they were suspected of dacoities. 
Besides these, there have been pretty general complaints of their over- 
bearing conduct. 

G. They pretend to carry on a trade in horses, glass beads and 
sbawls, but tbe statements they made to me of tbe extent of their 
dealings proved enormously exaggerated. They do a mere nominal trade. 

7 It appeared from their own statements that they have wandeied 
about India for years as far South as Hyderabad and Mysore. It does 
not appear that they have done any great violence anywhere, but they had 
no satisfactory object (except gipsy life) in going anywhere. 

8 I believe they are really bent on getting up to Ajmere through 
Central India, and that they have no particular desire to join in 
disturbances at K.eonjbux. But they are in no hurry to get home, and. 
are no doubt willing enough to live by their wits and show of numbers 
as long as they can. 

9. Mr Reynolds is preparing a detailed narrative of their move- 
ments for the past two years, which I had intended to submit in due 
course. I have mformed him of the wishes of Government under 
present orders.

I HAvc the honour to state, in reply to your No 1429 — 172, dated 
lOtli 3\I.ay 1809, that, after further enquiry regarding the gang of 
Gashmerees, I feel satisfied that they are the identical gang wlio were 
ordered to leave British India by the Lieutenant-Governor ot Bengal 

It IS in the first place unlikely that there would be two gangs so 
closely corresponding in description and general cbaiacter, and in the 
loute they have adopted through India. Their leader w'hcn at Midnapore 
was called “ Roshun Khan"’^, and now calls himself Bahadoor Khan”. 
At Baitool, m 18G7, be called himseli “Gholam Hossein”. Again, 
when at Nagpoie in 1868, they mast have described themselves as 
Cabulees^^ and not as Cashmerees,’^ as, m the aims license obtained 
there, the bearer is so designated. Further, at Balasore, where they also 
obtained a license, the gang is stated to be making for Ajmere just as 
they said at Midnapore. When stopped here they were going diiectly 
from Ajmere, however, and towards Hyderabad They explain this now 
by saying that they turned from then road owing to the reports of 
famine they had heard. I may state that there is no child among them 
with an aim amputated, which would have been conclusive proof of 
their being the Midnapore gang. This is all the information I have 
obtained, and the letteis from Bengal Government do not give any 
names nor other details by which they can be further recognized , but I 
think there can be no reasonable doubt of the identity of the gang 
I have communicated, as desired, with the Deputy Commissioners of 
Baitool and Nagpoie regarding the arms licenses granted by them, but 
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ffubmit the present report mthout ^nuting for rephei, ai they Lito 
already been a lonif brae here, and are very impatient to be disposed of 
aomeboTV The police have faded to trace ony more offences by them, 
and th^ have not been convioted of any of the robberies and assaults 
ebarged against them. The proof has olsrayi faded at the point of 
personal identification, there being bo many of them, and all so ahke, 
that wbich of them did the parbcnlar deed cannot be proven I have 
no doubt, however, that they systmabcally lire by the proceeds of 
extorfaon and small robbenes conumtted on the seduded roads they 
seem nlwayB to choose for travelliDg on. They probably avoid greater 
crimes os more litely to bnng them into troulJe. 

Should the Chief Comminioner decide to order them out of the 
Central Provinces I wonld request instrucbons as to the dupo^ of 
their fire>anns. Two of their otus only ore covered by licenses, one of 
which IS for n period ending^ 8rd September 1809 by Deputy Commis- 
saoner of Ba^re (omitted in my former letter), and another a heenso 
without term, dated S3rd June 1864, from Deputy Commissioner,

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Berar frontier on the 8th iMtant to the effeot that a large gang of 
Rohiilai had crowed over from JBerar, and were caiuing a great deal of 
trouble and onnoTonoe to the viUagers of Koomaree. One or two of 
theee eo-csDed ^Bohd/as^^, it iraa said had foroiblj'^ entered hdoaei in 
oeoroh of food. I at onoe started off ^tb the intention of nrreiting the 
whole gang bnt on coming np with them I found that they were 
Cafhmereefl and armed with porwannahs, posse* and lioeuse* &c,, some 
old, some of recent date, onaespeoiallj from Hurda, dated (I fhint) Sfith 
or 29th April Under these circnmstanoes I wa* unable to do anj* 
thing with theee people, but a report was sobmitted to the Depot/

3 There is nothing beyond the above assumption to prove that 
the statements made hy these Cashmerees is not inconsistent with ti uth ; 
hut at the same time there is nothing whatever against them they 
are, it is tiue, suspected by the police, and have been accused of oppres- 
sion and having given a great deal of trouble, but in reality in this 
district, although charged with all sorts of ciiminal acts, they have 
not been convicted, and the most that has yet been brought against 
them IS that three individuals of the gang were caught stealing mangoes, 
and they have been chullaned by the police on this charge , but it is 
impossible to state at present whether the crime wall be brought home 
to them. 


3. There is another theory connected with the difference in the 
description of the silver ornaments m possession of these parties which 
IS equally possible, and quite as likely as the statement advanced by 
the Cashmerees, and that is, that this property is the result of theft 
from different individuals, in which case of course the patterns of silver 
ornaments thus obtamed would be unlikely to be the same , but, on 
the other hand, I am inclined to think that, if robbery and theft was 
their occupation, we should long since have learned of their depreda- 
tions, nor is it likely that people under such circumstances would 
come through the same districts three yeais running which these men 
have done.

There as a wandering' gang of Cashmerees going about the distnct 
at present, and they aie giving a great deal of trouble to the villagers. 

I had a complaint brought against them on Saturday (criminal 
trespass) . I at once started off for then camp, about three miles from 
this, with the view of arresting the whole lot of them , but on my 
arrival I found that they had perwannahs, hcenses and passes with 
them, and I could of course, theiefoie, do nothing. I have thought it 
advisable to send two constables along with them. 

These people aie anxious to go to Hyderabad, and had got into the 
Berar teintory, when, hearing that cholera was prevalent in Chandoor, 
they turned back again 

I shall be very glad when they are out of this district These 
people have been wandering about the Central Provinces for the last 
two years, and the head man of the gang appears to know you quite 
well.

They have a regular bundle of perwannahs, some from Raepore, 
some from Nagpore, and one or two of last year's from Baitool itself 
Their last is dated from Hurda, 29th April I think, and their hcenses 
were given to them at Kamptee by the Cantonment Magistrate. They 
gave the people a gieat deal of trouble on then first visit to the 
villagers , they entered houses foicibly in search of food Unfor- 
tunately there was only one constable present at the outpost, and he 
could do nothing, but he ought to have reported it Since I have placed 
two constables constantly over them, of course they cannot give so 
much annoyance, but I think it would be a great thing to have them 
sent out of the districts, they are undoubtedly a set of rascals, and 
ought not to have perwannahs given them, now that they have abused 
the privilege

He say# be bos not b^n to Khundwa, Tlic gang 
at Daitool numbered you will observe CC on the morning of the 2htli 
instant andlbtlic^o them to bo n vciv bad lot. In addition to tho 
property entered in tho list, I may odd that they potsc<a also 4^ tatoos 
and BIX dogs. They ostrcrt that they oro all residents of Sreonuggur I 
enclose an extract from tho Daitool roznamcha of yesterday (50th) 
irom this you wall perceive that anolktr gang ii on its way to Daitool 
I will tend out poheemen to escort thorn 

Tho gang at present ot Baitool was here last year also, and behaved 
in precisely tho Bamo way os they oro going on now

in any way so forniidablo as that which was iccently deported fiom 
!Niniar There arc in this part)'- more women and children, and tlic 
men are nnmairicd, nor arc they acensed of any aetions of such violence 
as were alleged against the Nimar paity, which, moi cover, as was said 
by Captain Forsyth, consisted apparently raoie of hill men fiom^thc 
Indian fiontier than of C.ishmerces proper. 

2. The Chief Commissiouei, theicfore, thinks it necessary to issue 
in this case a final older of deportation, and he would only wish you to 
issue orders that these men he deprived of the lahdari passes which 
they possess, and which ought not to have been given to them, and that 
they should be watched by the police until they leave the confines of 
your division.

papers regarding the band of Ca'^hmerccs now at Baitool, as also of 
those lelating to another band of forcignois who appealed in Nimar. 

It will be seen that the lahdari passes found in the possession of 
these indi-viduals were granted by the follow’ing officials, viz 

(1) Distnct Supdt. of Police, Jummanpore, dated Gth July 1806, 

(2) Deputy Commissioner, Baitool, dated 23rd August 1806, 

(3) Colonel Murray, of Heciyolee, dated IGth Mai eh 1807, 

(4) Sub-Magistrate, Vizagapatam, dated 4th May 1867, 

(5) Joint Magistrate, Aliporo, dated 8th Febrnaiy 1868, 

(6) Captain Twyford, of llaepore, dated 3rd September 1868, 

(7) Joint Magistrate, Kamptee, dated 19th October 1868, 

(8) Assistant Commissioner, Hurda, dated 8th April 1869, 

and that the licenses to carry arms were granted by the authorities at 
Nagpore for one man in June 1864, Baitool, for seven men m August 
1867, Belaspore, for one man in August 1868 ; Nagpoie, for one man 
m October 1868, and by the Magistrate of the 24-Feigunnahs, foi one 
man, in February 1868. 

But our enquiry with regard to the circumstances under which 
these passes were granted appears to have been overlooked by the Offi- 
ciating Chief Commissioner, as nothing is stated on that point. 

Mr. !Moms says that the Assistant Commissioner of Hurda has 
been severely reprimanded for granting a rahdan pass against standmg 
orders. 


The party of Cashmerees at Nimar is believed to be the identical 
band of wanderers whom the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal found it 
necessary to remove from the District of Balasore in June 1868 It 
consisted of 16 men, 16 women and 24 childien, — m all 56 persons. 
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These were reported by the Deputy Comnnsaioner of Nimar to have 
committed a sanes of oatxages in the conne of their wanderings end 
were found to be m possession of gold and silver ornaments which 
were probably obtained by theft and robbery It was, however, found 
impossible to convict any of them of the robbenes and aisaolts charged 

r nst them, as the proof had always failed at the point of personal 
tification, there bmng so many of them, and all so alite that which 
of them did the parbe^r deed oooJd not be proved Under these 
arcamstances the Officiating Chief Commissioner issncd a warrant 
direotmg their removal from the Centml Provinces, and on the £lst 
Jane last tho Deputy Commissioner of Nimor reported that the gang 
had passed into Holtnr’s temtory ot KherryghAt of tho Nerbndda River 
and that dae intimation of it was given to the Governor General s Agent 
in Centml India, m order that Holkarts onthontics ot Bnnvyo may be 
instructed to look after the gang The men were, however, previously 
deprived of their licenses. 

As r^rds the other Itand of Cashmorcesat Baitool, it appears that 
they are in no way so formidabto os those deported from Nimar nor 
do they appear to be aecosed of any actions of sneh violence ns were 
alleged the Nimar party lint tho Chief Commissioner has 

isaned order* for their removal al», directing that tho men bo dcpnrtd 
of tbeir rahdan passes and bo carcfolly watched by the police until 
they leave the conges of the Nerbndda Division 

The Chief Commissioner adds that no menbon was made of the 
matter in the list of police cates sent to the Homo Department, ns no 
correspondence in tho Poheo Department took place

Remarks ^ f > 

I would here remark that at Titalya I met a party of 25 Cashme- 
nans or Kukancse armed , they had .i pass signed b)*^ some authority at 
Lahore bcaiing date 1870. The r\ ots .and villagers, as also Mr. Webb, a 
merchant, complained to me that these men were plundering the villages 
as the}' w'cnt along, and that in couscqucucc a t nr, wlncli was to have 
commenced on the 2 1th, w as stopt hj the villogers being afi aid to pro- 
duce their goods. They aic a villanous looking set, and say they arc 
going to Sylhet to purchase elephants, they have tiavelled thiough 
Gwalior, Delhi, liloradabad, Calcutta, Dacca, Dinagcpore, and are now 
at Titalya. I embody this information m this report, ns I consider the 
Government should be informed of it. They are armed with double- 
barrelled guns and rifles , they wear a good deal of gold jewellery, and 
arc well clothed. I hear at Dinagcpore their arms weie taken fiom them. 
I fancy they must have been icstored, as I saw them. jMi Lowis at 
Dinagcpore, I believe, can give some information regarding the latter 
part of this statement.

S The men speak of Ihcmsclvos as Caslimoiocs or Kokanese, 
settled in Caslimeic. One of them, fairer than tlio rest, said that liis 
family wcic from Kokan, but had been settled for two generations m 
Cashmere at Shoiegullco 1 h.nc iioracans of testing his statement. Two 
others, who lolnntarily appealed before me, seemed to me to be iin- 
mistakeabl} natives ot the South of Peisia One of them this day told 
anothei adveutuiei, to w’honi I shall icfci hcicaftcr, that ho w'as one of 
a body of fu c hundred w bo came from Kiinian, in Peisia, some four 
3 cars ago. 

3 It appears to be the pohe}^ of these people to move rapidly 
fiom place to place, li\ mg chicll}’’ b}' thelts and pett)' violence They 
avoid thus the action of the law regaiding poisons Inrling in a district 
having no ostensible means of livelihood. The people to whom I am now 
refeinng profess to deal in pomes, precious stones, and pcails. The 
stock exhibited to the Deputy Commissioner of the latter articles con- 
sisted of what they admitted were gl.iss imitations of stones and sham 
pearls They talk of going to S 3 lhct and Dacca to bii}’’ elephants, 
thence to Madras They have cash lls 500, and seien guns, for 
which the}’ hold licenses flora Alipore, Hooghl}^ and Purueab These, 
I have reason to behove from the information of a spy sent among 
them .arc kept for trade, bought whcie they can get them cheap, to bo 
re-sold where they can get a profit 

4. I have tins day a telegram from the Deputy Commissioner of 
Coocli Behar intimating that a similar bod}’", who now call themselves 
Casbmerecs, numbering fift 3 '’-two souls, have come to Coocb Behai They 
are described as similar to those who appeal annually”. Tbo}’' came 
escorted from Rungpore by police, and aie now detained pending oiders. 

5 I have no doubt but the gang now spiead abroad .aie members 
of a large bod}'-, which .are leported to have come from the South of 
Persia some years ago by ship to Kuiiacbec, and eveiy where proved to 
be a nuisance Then, as now, they were passed on from district to 
district by the police In some districts police did not take cognizance 
of them, in other districts they did They passed through Coocb 
Behai and up to Gowhattee, where they became embroiled with the 
villagers in consequence of some petty acts of plundering, and where, 
as they acknowledge to me, one of their number was impiisoned for 
culpable homicide. These persons then professed to live chiefly by 
alms , now it would seem that they aie sturdy beggars, and snatch 
and pilfer where they cannot obtain what they ask. 

6 The conduct of the police at Titalya appears to have been 
extiemely unsatisfactory, and will be a subject of separate report The 
idea of getting up a subscription to get nd of the rogues, and of intro- 
emg them to wealthy persons, from whom to exact alms, is, I tiust, 
novel. 
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7 ThiB day tte Dojraty CommigsioDcr of Coocb Bohar has in 
formed me that he had arrested an indindonl calling himiclf an Arab, 
nnd a native of Jledina, on whom two copies of the proclamation prts 
•vionsljr referred to wero fonnd, and whom he has detained pendtn" in 
stmotioiu There can be little donbt that this person, hlo othcra who 
have been mentioned in previons oommnuications uj en^^ed in circnla 
ting a proclamation which rcqnires all who hear it to dSinunato it on 
pain of eternal damnation, and has committed an oCTenco under Section 
608 of the Penal Code 

8 This day also two Mahomedans calling themselves Arab# ono 
of whom I behove, to be nn Arab, appeared boforo me oiking aid to 
enable them to reaoh Bombay os they bod been engaged m mcrcantilo 
■pecolations and had loit their property Ono appeared to bo a respect 
able Jdahomedan of Arabia or the Golf Ho oflected to speak nothing 
but Arabic which I mnnot spent. Tbo other, endentJy a man of inferior 
class, spoke Persian freely and stated their cate Prom the demeanour 
of the principal man, I am of opinion that ho is probably a religions 
fanatic who has engaged the inferior os his guide or servant* Tho 
latter related to mo without reserve bis conversation with tho 
Koknneto, which, coupled with my own observations, left no doubt, bat 
that they wero mainly from tho Sooth of Persia. 

0 It IS not procbcablo for Magistrates onlinanly to get inch 
information against these forcignerv as will enable them to deal with 
them legally and elEcientlv As vot Ibo bw docs not appear to apply 
to snob cases except on compbiot. The socalled Kokancso hatu an 
ostensible means ol livchhood They do like tbo gipsies at homo (now), 
profess to trade They do no doubt ecll imitation gvmi and pearl' 
thc^ do tell if they do not bay pomes the} move so rapidly tlrnt tho 
police can scarcely get anything Congihlo ogoinst them under tho law 
boforo they arc ont of reach and as a rule Ibcir ofTencos arc of a doss 
which render it much bettor for those concerned to pat np with tho short 
endunng cnl than enme and spend days nt lUo ^lagutrato s court m 
prosecuting compbints. 

10 It IS certainly not to tho credit of onr Government Uiat 
pooplo of this sort ore allowed to roam about from year to year, an 
undoubted nuisance, without scarcely any check upon them vrho jarado 
tlio orders showing that they ore suspected persons as pcrmiiuons to 
travel "W c have mode laws for tbo repression of haropcan vagrants 
bat I know of none which can bo apphed to the classes 1 hare desenb -d, 
which are of immcdolo application, ^lup masters a far o« I am 
aware, mav import any numbr of foreign vagrants not being I uropcans, 
without (jaesUon into any port m Indu and tho Oct of the iUlionmbn 
pilgnmagcs after which a very largo proportion of the pilgnmi return 
os mcndicanlj, will account for ibis 

11 I have mentioned these two cbsscs of perrons Icgrther 
bocauM it appears to me that one course ought to Isj aj jdird t ) I 'tb 
The Act regarding foreigners, Jso 111 of lSt»l,fecnij to be the only ooc 
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wliicli can be applied to them, but it lequues a notification from the 
Governor General in Council, which, unless limited, would affect a gieat 
number of people, Europeans as well as Asiatics, to whom it would be 
excessively undesirable to apply it There are numerous bands of men 
from Cabool, Kandahar, Ghuznee, Peshawar, Dehra Ishmail Khan, and the 
Deiajat, Cashmere, and piobably from many 'other quarters, who are in- 
offensive and engage in bond fide trade, to whom the application of the law 
quoted would be very troublesome, and who give no trojj^ile to the public. 

12. The gipsy class are not comprehended in the Act No. XXVII. 
of 1871. 

The religious fanatics cannot be dealt with unless Act III. of 1864i 
be put into execution. 

13. I will only say, in conclusion, that it appears to me highly 
desirable that executive officers should be armed with higher powers than 
they now possess in dealing with such tubes or individuals. The tribes 
or individuals appealing in Cooch Behar will be detained pending the 
orders of Government There can, to my mind, be no question, but 
that both classes greatly trouble the rural population — the one by petty 
thefts and violence, the other by pretences to sanctity and authority, 
under cover of which they are now disturbmg the minds of the people.

I HAVE the honour to report that, on arrival here this morning, some 
ryots and villagers, as also Mr. Webb, a merchant here, complained that a 
party of twenty-five aimed Cashmerees or Kokanese had been plunder- 
ing them, and that in consequence a fair, which was to have been held 
this day, was stopped, the villagers shutting then shops and not pro- 
ducing their goods I believe the arrival of my regiment has restored 
confidence to some extent. These men are armed with double-barrelled 
guns and rifles, and have a good deal of gold jewellery about them They 
have a pass signed by some authority at Lahore in 1870. They appear 
to have travelled through Gwalior, Delhi, Moradabad, Calcutta, Dacca, 
and Dinagepore At the latter place I hear they were detained, and 
then arms taken from them for a time. 

They say they aie going to Sylhet to purchase elephants. I con- 
sider this statement very questionable, as they were neaier to Sylhet 
when they were at Dacca. They aie a villanous looking set, and I give 
this information as I think the Government should be lufoimed of it 

I believe they are going through Julpigoree shortly. I have 
included the above information in a lepoit to the Officer Commanding 
the Eastern Frontiei District, as also to the Quarter Master General of 
the Army.

Aftoiwaids I came to 
Galcutta m the month Shahban (October). In Galcntta I used to 
Ine in a rausjid. I then w'cnt to Dacca, where I saw di/Tcicut Maliome- 
dnn "Gutlemen. I lived at Gunny Itleca's foi two oi tliiee dajs, Aftei- 
wards I came to the house of A/im Chowdhry, of Dulai, w^here I finished 
the Ramzan ceremony. Prom Dnlai 1 went to Natloic, there 1 lived m 
the muEjid of llUssecd Mca 1 came next to Chowgong The Hindoo 
Rafail of that place was very kind to mo I travelled then to Bogra, 
and thence to Itungporc I do not know the names of all the diflbrenfc 
places I went to I came heie vnt Mahpoio and Kankma. I reached 
this on Thinsday last, and first went to the musjid, I w'as then told that 
there was a Mooktoai Sahib who was very kind-heaited, and that I nnglit 
Ji\e with him I afterwards went ovei to this Mooktear’s, where I was 
leccived kindly. I came to India wuth the object of recemng alms 
{/Jiairat), In difleicnt places gentlemen paid me money for my expenses. 
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People Mvo me money for their own spintnnl bonefiL I sent Rt. £60 
home for my wifo and children I intend to go to Assam and if I 
live I would retnm home, bat this hie is trnnsitofy, and 1 do not know 
whether I shall hvo or not. 

I had oome to India on another occasion A paper in Persian was 
dehrered to mo at tho time while I was at Sylhot. I could not read this 
paper, os I did not know Persian ^Vhen I returned homo this paper 
went with me. It relates to the false rumour about the iraws/ I do 
not know tho name of the person who doliTored tho paper to me In 
Arabia I asked people about tho they said that tho rumour was 

totally false. 

This time when I came to Dnlai, asked me about tho itVBti/ 

I said that tho rumour was gronndlett. TTicro is a mao named Mnbomed 
Sal^ who lives sometimea at hlocha and tomeUincs at hicdina; ho is a 
learned man I norer put him any questions about tho ^faaof o 
mot each other after my return from Sylhet to Arabia 

I do not cxaotlr remember in whatjwr I went to Sjihet, and how 
long I remained in India at tho time. Inis u tho second timo 1 bnro 
come to India from Sylhet, I took with me a qnantitr of aysr wood 
I tnied to livo in tho mucgid there* 1 nemr went to Araol ^dir’s, os 
ho u not irbernl to fakcers. 

I cannot say whero 1 got tho Bengali pa^ nhont tho Ifamuf 
lomo Mahomedans might have given it to me. It ii customary amongst 
ns to receive papers delivered in the namo of l/7/a 

I cannot say how the rumour about tho Jteasttit originated. I am 
oouveraaut with tho Arabmu language only, nnd can speak o little 
Hindi.

With reference to youi No 5927, dated 25th ultimo, on the subject 
of certain gangs of Cashmerees or other foreigners who have been fie- 
quently found wandering about the Lower Provinces during the last two 
01 three years, I have the honour to lepoit as follows. 
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2 There hove been two diatmct band«, ond it teemi vctt donblfol 
whether theee bunds have ever had any connection the one with the other 
The first of these to be noticed ii that whioh wns deported from Cooch 
Behar, Pomeah, fea, throngh Bhaoj^pore This party i£ wonid seem, 
nt the time they were sent from the Co«h Behar Dinnonj confuted of 01 
individuals — men, women and children j but by the time they had ffot to 
Bhahnbad, from whence they went on to Ghoj»oporo, they had increased 
to 136 persons j doubtless itrogglcrs were picked up on tbo roads, who 
found it convenient to return to their homes, and thus to have rtjtMJ 
&C., provided for them along the road. This was the party that gave 
some trouble at the Doomraon railway etafron at the end of hut Jul^ 

It has now passed into tho North West Provinces 

8 The second band is that which hoa given nse to recent eorrespon 
donee and which u tUU giving trouUo in Bogra and tho adjacent 
distncts. 

4 It would appear from the statoraenti made on several diQcrcnt 
occasions and in sovcml difforent distncts, that this body consisted 
ongiually of about 110 persons — meu, women ond children; that they 
started from Cashmere some three jears ogo that after Imvclling in tbo 
Punjab, the North West, and (prowbM tho Central Provinces they made 
their xvay into Bengal by Allahabad Uhoiccporo, Ac. Thev then visited 
several of tho Behar distncts from whence thoj proceeded to Bogra 
and Myincaiing They certainly passed through Bogra in March or 
Apnl 1871 From Mymcasiug they teem tohavegone to NamlnguDgo ; 
thenoo tbrou^ ComiUah to Chittagong and Arracau ond by steamer (o 
Rangoon then to have gone to Touogoo, and thcnco by land bnugiog 
ponies Ac. with them through Arrocan to Cbitbgong, where they 
amved in March last. 

6 The letter received from tho District Supenntendent of Chitta 
gong IS so vagno that but httlo information can bo gained from it as 
to the movements of tho gang between May 1871 (when the) Erst 
appeared in tho Chittagong District) and March 1872 The District 
Supenntendent seems to bavo been under the impression that dunn^ the 
wholo of that timo they wero baogiog about on the skirts of tho ChltU 
gong District whereas in reality dunng that ponod they made thcir 
journey to Burma and back. Tho Mogistratc of Chittagong has been 
asked for further information, 

C On leaving Cbittogong they separated into two band<-H5nccon 
sisting, it IS said by the ^lagutrato of Chittagong, of 75 or hO persent 
which went to Comilbb, the other of 43 which took a route by NoaeoUy 
Tho latter body went through tho Comillah ond Sjliict Dutnct* to 
Cuttack, and thenco to Cherrapooojeo and Shillong This party after 
Iea^^ng Noacolly also went through ihc Dntnct and station of ComilUh 
but did not visit Ibo loddcr station of Syllict Tlicy amved at Shillong 
at the Utter end of Mtv last and then nombered 47 soul* Tlicre 
appears to bo some difilculty as to where this party was dunog nearly 
Ibe whole month of Ma) The Mogistratc of Svlhcl was evidently 
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nuawaie of tlieiv Laving been m tbis distiicfc at all. TLe other and 
larger party look a more duect route through Comillah, and arrived at 
Sylhet m the beginning of Api?l, lemainiug there till the middle of 
June. They were reported when they left Comillah to number about 
65 souls. 

7. I am myself under the impression that small detached pai’ties 
of two and three at a time passed backwards and forwards between these 
two mam bodies^ and that this accounts for the slight discrepancies as to 
numbers which appear in the seveial lepoits. 

8 It has been seen that the smallei party, consisting of 47 per- 
sons, arrived at Shillong in May. They then stated that two of their 
number had gone to Sylhet, and they were waiting for them 

9 On the 19th of June a parly of 41 ainved at Gowhatty, and 
they were subsequently joined by 77 more, making a total of 118, so 
that in some way or other then numbers had increased between the time 
they bioke into two parties on the frontier of the Chittagong District, 
and the time they reunited in the neighbourhood of Gowhatty. From 
Gowhatty a party of first 11, and afteiwaids 60, went down towards 
Gowalparah, and the remaining 47 went bhiough Nowgong to Seebsagui. 
It has been reported by the Commissioner of Assam that these also went 
off in two parties on the 12th and 22nd September, They appear to 
have umted again at Serajgunge, or somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood, and the recent reports from Julpigoiee and fiom Bogia show 
that 75 souls are now in the Bogra District, and 33 at Julpigoiee. 
This accounts foi nearly the whole party. 

10. "Wherever they have gone in the Lowei Bengal distnots, they 
seem, to have misconducted therqselves There were serious complaints 
against them in Chittagong, in Noacolly, in Sylhet, in the Khasi HiUs, 
in Assam, and now in Bogia. Two special reports, lately leceived fiom 
the last mentioned district, are hereto attached There can be little 
doubt whatever that they support themselves chiefly by robberies and 
thefts, and it is more than probable that thiough fear many ofiences 
committed by them are never brought to light In the month of Febru- 
ary last a party of them leacbed Luckhee Serai, and attempted to get 
kids and other articles at their own price. The villageis rushed to the 
railway station, and the Bengalee station-master at once telegraphed to 
Jamalpore that the <S'o7i^/?a^5 were his station . Upon this, the 

volunteers at Jamalpore were forthwith turned out, and would actually 
have been sent up the line by a special tram, had not a European fortu- 
nately ainved at Lukhee Seiai and telegraphed down the leal facts of 
the case From the above it may be easily imagined the teiroi they 
cause in the villages of Lower Bengal It seems most desiiable, there- 
fore, that such gangs should be stopped as soon as they entei Biitish 
territoiies These and similar homes have apparently come away fiom the 
Punjab with the consent at least of the local authorities. It has hitherto 
been the custom either to take no notice of them, oi to pass them on 
under the surveillance of the police.

In obedience to instructions contained in your telegram of yester- 
day’s date, I this morning paid a visit to the place where the Cash- 
merees oi Khorasanees, as they have been called, are now camping close 
to the jail compound at Julpigoree. 

These people are, as I anticipated, a part of the gang which lately 
passed through the Hhasia Hills from the Sylhet District to Gowhatty, 
wheie, as reported through the Commissioner of Assam, the two hands 
united foi a time, but again separated, a part of them consisting of 
thnty-three men, women and children going on to Seebsaugor, and the 
remainder, I believe, taking a loute thiough the Gowalpara andMymen- 
singh Districts, and eventually getting to Bogra, wheie, as I understood, 
when I left Calcutta a week ago, they were detained in consequence of 
certain memheis of the gang having been arrested on a charge of illegal 
restraint and robbery 

On the recent breaking up of the whole main body at Gowhatty, 
there seems to have been a change both in the numbers and persons of 
the two gangs You will have seen from the reports you already have 
in youi possession that there are two Bahadoor Khans, who generally 
seem to assume the leadership of bands when the whole body separates. 
The party nowhere is under the leadership of the Bahadoor Khan, who 
conducted the first paiiy that passed through the Khasia Hills, and 
whom I myself saw at Shdlong The people nowhere are, or pretend to 
be. Ignorant of the exact whereabouts of the larger party. They seem 
to Icnow of their having gone towards the Gowalpara and Mymensiugh 
Districts, but I believe they are leally unacquainted With their subsequent 
movements. ' 

Fiom all I can ascertam, both from what I read in the reports 
received before 1 left Calcutta, and from what I have been told by the 
people themselves, both here and at Shillong, I am of opinion that the 
oue gang left Cashmere about three yeais ago They admit that they 
are not Cashmerees, and this also is tolerably evident by their appeai- 
ance, but they now assert that at least the main body of them belong to 
Lus Beyla They seem to be essentially a wandenng people. They say 
that they have been backwards and forwards in Cashmere for some years 
past. 

On the occasion of their leaving Cashmeer about three years ago, 
they say that they went by Jummoo. They were afterwards in Bhaugul- 
poie, thence they got in their wanderings to .Tubbulpore and to Nagpore, 
and from thence, vi& Seonee, to Mirzapore. Their report as to this part 
of their wanderings is very vague. It may be stated, however, that 
there can be little doubt that this one particular party, one hundred and 
SIX m number, of all ages and sexes, has virtually held together from 
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iiiat lo i\i\s They account for the small difference la their nam 
beta (for it iHllbo remembered that they numbered 110 when they 
were last at Chittagonfj) by sayinff that children have been bom during 
their jonmcyings and that others bavo dieiL 

From Mirzaporc they passed on to Ghazeeporo, and from thenoo 
crossed the Gauges and got into the Samn Distnct. The date of their 
pa^jing through Somu is fixed by n paper they have m their possession, 
signed by Mr Gribhle, which b«irt date January Slrt, 1871 Thcnco 
through Tojporo, in Tirhoot, on to tho Pnmcah District, Tisiting neither 
Moiuffcrporc nor iho sadder station of Fumcah on their way, and it is 
noticcabli. that throughout a considerable part of their travels they 
would seem purposely to have avoided pasting through tho pnnctpal 
towns From Pumeah tlicy made their way through Ihnagcporo into

No list nor descriptive roll was handed over to us by the Mysore

2. The Assistant Superintendent Mr. Goodrich happened to be 
close to the point at which the gang entered, and from the accounts 
which he received of a quarrel between two sections of the party he 
considered it advisable to separate them and to keep Vyat All Khan^s 
gang a march ahead of the other which was under Asker Khan. 

3. The two parties had had a fight near Kolar in the Mysoie

A large body of police has had to be in constant attendance 
on them in this district from the 9th iM.arch to the 4tli April 1875; they 
would never agree to start till 9 o’clock, and gave incesscut anno} ance 
by letting their cattle stray, and by trying to slop at every village they 
came to. 


19. I propose forwarding a bill for the expenses to which In- 
spector Schmidt and the escort have been put, m wdiich opposite each 
individual the number of days be was absent from his station will bo 
shown , and I would strongly recommend that batta, at the rate allowed 
to witnesses, may be granted to the ofiicers composing the escort. The 
sub-diTision men wore relieved at Ooravukonda ; but they especially 
w ere put to groat inconvenience ownng to the late notice given by the 
Mysore authorities of the change of route — vide my lettci No. 84— -185, 
dated 13tb March 1875 — and bad no time to make any preparations for 
the journey. Inspector Schmidt had to hire a bandy to carry his tent, 
without which he would have had no means whatever of shelter, and all 
the party had a great deal of exposure, and a most baiassing duty to 
perform.

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8. Similar vagrants have been deported from time to time by this 
Government, but have usually found their way back, the provisions of 
law, as repoited in Mr. Under Secretary Nugent^s letter No 743, dated 
the 11th Febiuary 1874, being inadequate, in the opinion of His Excel- 
lency the Governor in Council, to pi event the ingress or return to India 
of foreign Asiatic vagrants. 

4. The second party now profess to be mhabitants of Cashmeie, 
and consist, accoiding to the details just received, of two jemadars, 28 
men, 83 women, 48 children, making a total of 111. It is with a view 
to the early removal of this party from Sholapur that I was directed to 
telegraph to you yesteiday. Owing to the recent disturbances m the 
Sooper Talook and other talooks of Poona, adjoining Sholapui, it is 
undesirable to embarrass the action of the Sholapur District Police by 
the necessity of guarding these vagrants , and their early deportation 
or removal from Sholapur is, m the opinion of this Government, most 
advisable 

6. The remainder consist of British subjects, of whom one is a 
lad of eighteen, who appears to have been kidnapped by a jemadar of 
the Cashmeiee party from Allahabad some ten years ago Three men, 
with four women and five childien, all connected with each other, com- 
plete the Indian party. They are under the leadership of one Mahad 
Ah, who claims to be a native of Sialkot , and when further particulars 
have been obtained, a reference will be made to the authorities at 
Allahabad and in the Punjab regarding them 

6. In conclusion, I am to observe that His Excellency the Gover- 
nor in Council wiU not at present ofier any further obseivations on the 
general subject of the ingress of these foreign vagiants, but he hopes 
that arrangements may be made to relieve the Sholapur Police of 
the necessity of guarding the gang deported thither by the Madras 
Government at the eailiest possible date, as the monsoon is fast ap- 
proaching, and the sei vices of the pohce may at any time be emergently 
requned elsewhere.

1 HAVE the honour to submit, foi the infoi mation of the Govern- 
ment, a furthei communication from the Superintendent of Police, 
Pellaiy, regarding the gangs of Heiatees recently handed over by the 
Mysore authorities to he maiched through Bellary to Hyderabad. The 
Hyderabad authorities appear to be unaware why these gangs are passed 
into their territory, or whithei they should proceed. 

2 It would seem desirable that joint action should be taken by 
the different Government and Native Rulers to prevent the incursions of 
these gangs into Southern India, or into any pait of British territory, 
the lawless nature of then proceedings being now so fully exposed I 
may mention that Colonel Younghusband, o. s i., the Inspector General 
of Pohce in the Punjab, has recently wiitten to the Superintendent of 
Police, Cuddapah, regarding the property found with the gang in that 
district, some of which he has reason to think may have been stolen m 
the Punjab This favours the supposition that these gangs proceed from 
the countries beyond the North-Western frontier of Bntish India.

are being deported from British terntory, and it is evidently mostly 
desirable that no misunderstanding should exist which would put it m 
the power of the Sadr Talookdar of Goolburga, or other officer, to 
misunderstand the direction in which the Government wish the gang 
referred to despatched. 

This infoi mation appears to me to be applied for in the 2nd para- 
graph of the First Assistant Resident's letter, and as I hope that the 
gang will reach the frontier of His Highness the Nizamis territory by 
the end of this month, it seems desirable that the order of Government 
should at once be communicated to the authorities at Hyderabad.

1 HAVE the honoar to report, in continnation of my letter No 0, dated 
Cth instant, that the band of Horatees thervm referred to refused to be 
detained ot Polmanair, and mishcd on to Gudrattnm, onnounang their 
intention of coming on to Vtlloro Tlicir behanour was most violent 
and dating They had with them a largo nnmbcr of hone* and ponies, 
which they regularly turned loow to graio m tho fields and if the an 
fortunate owners of the crops attempted to dnvo oIT tho animals lie was 
nb once assaulted by tho owners. At each holt, nnd in every vilbgo 
they passed through the pang broVo up into parties and vintcd every 
house Tho mea stood outsido twirling long stieVi and keeping oQ tho 
\Tllagers, while thmr females forced their way into tho house* and 
annoyed tho inmate* xn all kinds of ways, always with on oyo to plunder 
In one mstaoco that has been reported, they dolibcratcly broke tho lock 
nnd entered a house, tho owners of which wore absent. 

2 Tho pohec guard that was ol first sent to look oflor and 
restrain them was wholly powerkts, so nomly was tho gang j and a 
largo parly of police was thereforo telegraphed for from Solera, and 
every avnilablo constable in this distnot was hunted up and sent on to 
Godiatlam Captain Cox met rao at Vellore, and os I was most anxious 
to prevent the gang coming on to ^cllorc, where the Mohnimm was 
just cotoraeociDg wo went out and met the gang at Oudiattum on tho 
7th instant. 

3 The leader* were at first mdmed to bo nou_j and turbalcnt bat 
vrero ffxsn convinced that they had no option but to submit and tnrn 
back They of course rai nl many oljections to selling off at once, and 
two of them were, 1 UnjUoht, deserving of some coniideraUoa. 
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One of then women had died that morning, and they were an's:ious 
to bury her decently and erect a tomb over the grave, and another 
woman was in labour. I also learned that five of their party had gone 
down to Madras, it was said, to get a fresh supply of false pearls, and 
were believed to be in custody. I therefore allowed them to halt at 
Gudiattum until the morning of the 9th instant, and duiing that 
time their camp was surrounded by a cordon of sentnes, and the* 
members of the gaifg prevented from wandering about from village to 
village as they wished 

4. I communicated with Colonel Drever, who found the five men 
I wanted and sent them up very promptly from Madras , and I sent 
orders for the supplies required by the gang to be in readiness for them 
at each halting place, and thus we were able to restrain them from again 
committing the acts of violence and depredation that had marked their 
entrance into the district and march to Gudiattum. 

6 Captain Cox accompanied the gang on their return march to 
the frontier, and had but little trouble with them when they were once 
off, except at one place, where some of the gang showed signs of un- 
ruliness, but the arrest of the most violent man of the party, and his 
detention in custody until the next march commenced, qmeted them 
effectually. 

6. On arrival at Palmanair Captain Cox was astonished to discover 
the panic that they had succeeded in estabhshmg when they first baited 
theie, and so many complaints were made against them that he decided 
on searching the whole gang, which he did, without previous notice, at a 
suitable open spot on the march from Palmanair. Each one of the gang 
was found to be possessed of a number of sovereigns, goldmohurs and 
rupees, and ornaments composed of strings of gold coins, and they also 
had a good deal of silver jewellery, but nothing of such sort as warranted 
his detaming the gang for enquiry. 

7. The march was contmued, and on the iZth instant the gang 
was handed over to an escort of 60 Silladar Horse, which, in accoidance 
with my request, had been sent to await their ariival at Putticonda — the 
last halting place after leaving Palmanair — and they were at once con- 
ducted out of the district, 

8. Dunng the time we thus had the gang in charge we' dis- 
covered that it was composed of four distinct parties, one of them being 
that respecting which I 'addressed to Government my letter No 7, dated 
4th instant, and they are intimately connected with, and have perfect 
knowledge of, the movements of the othei gangs that are now in this 
Presidency, although the seizures had only occurred a few days before 
they were perfectly aware of the recent arrest of the gangs of fieratees 
in the Cuddapah Distnct and Madras. They profess to come from a 
place called Cashmere in Beluchistan, but this story is extremely doubt- 
ful. There is strong reason to believe that their real hahitai is in the 
Nizam’s territory. When I first informed them that they were to go 

they were very urgent to be allowed to break up the party, the

2. I take this opportunity to bring the subject of the so-called 
“ Hciatcc” gang proniiueiitly to the notice of Goveinnieut. 

3. Mithin the last few weeks no less than three of these gangs- 
have come undei the hands of the police — one in the Madras Town, 
anothei in Cuddapah, a third iii North Areot. With the two former 
a large amount ot com, gold and jewellery (the latter broken up and 
c\ndently stolen propertj') was found. The North Aicot gang also 
possessed sovereigns, mohurs, inpecb, and a quantity of gold and silver 
jenellery. These articles did not correspond with any on the police 
lists of the districts of this Prctsidcncy tluough y Inch the gangs had 
passed , probably they had been stolen in other Provinces oi teintoiies. 
The members of the gang which iinwani}’ encamped w’lthin Madias 
municipal limits were conMctcd and punished by fine under the special 
provisions of the Town Police Act (Section 17, Act VIII. of 1867). 
The men of the Cuddapah gang arc undei remand to he produced 
before the District Magistrate on a charge under Section 411, Penal 
Code, which will not piobqblj' stand The North Arcot gang have beeli 
sent back to ^lysore. 

4'. Gang No. 1 came down to Madias through the Krishna and 
Nellore Districts, gang No. 2 came to Cuddapah through Kurnool and 
Cumhum, gang No 3 came across the Mjsorc frontier into North 
Arcot. These Heratce gangs do not commit robberies and dacoities on 
a large scale m this Piesidency, probably because, being foreigners, they 
know that they would he at once detected , but the women of the gang 
are export thieves, and after the departuic of a gang from a town oi 
village it IS not unusual to hoar of property being missed. Wherever 
they go they arc a nuisance and a tenor to the people upon whom they 
deliberately prey m various ways. The women dance before a house m 
no very decent fashion, and then thrust their mock stones (bits of 
coloured glass) and pearls into the hands of the female spectator, fiom 
whom they absolutely refuse to take them back, demanding an exorbit- 
ant price for an article worth about an anna. In this way they screw a 
good deal of money out of the villagers who are terrified into acquiescence 
by their violent manner. Another dodge is this — A Heratee goes to a 
hazaai to buy ghee, suddenly dips his hand into the pot, takes out some 
ghee lu his palm, puts his -tongue to it, declares it is bad, and puts it 
back into the pot, the whole contents of which are thereby polluted for 
Hindus When the bazaarman complains of this, the Heratee offeis 
to take the pot*of ghee off his hands at a low figure This soit of 
rough humour is of course not much relished by the victims who have 
to pay foi it The Heratees systematically tiespass on the standing 
crops with their pomes, and violently resist any attempt to impound 
their animals. In fact they are a pest to the inhabitants wherever they 
go, and their reasons for making lengthy and piolonged toms in this 
Piesidency probably are that they find it easy to live on the people, and 
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that, hanng committed senona crimes oltcwhcre, they seek to dude jmtioc 
by travelhng m distant parts. Many of their nusdeedi m this Preai 
denoy doubtless escape notice, becauae the chief rmh of the people is to got 
nd of them as qoiokly os possible. Consequently the sufferers forbear 
from coiyilamt, because this iuvoItcs the detection of the gung If any 
of these Heniteet are bronght under the arm of the law in this Frendeney, 
the eyil caused by their presenoe is only intensified, for when members 
of the gang are impnsoned, the remainder quarter themselTEa in the 
vicinity of the jail until their friends are releiicd.

i. They remained thus in jimw-cus’tody until they left the district. 
The arrangements nindehy)ou through the Tahsildars of Gudiattum 
.and Pnlraanair for the supply of the necessaries of life to them on 
payment enabled me, nnthout inconvenience, to place them under this 
restraint, nhich I found to be .absolutely necessary. 

5. Except at Byappagaripnlly, half way between Synigunta and 
Palmanair, they gave no trouble worth mentioning, and on this occasion 
they were promptly quieted by my placing in close custody one of their 
number, the most noisy of the lot. 

6. In consequence of complaints made to me at Palmanair on 
the lOtb of thefts committed b}^ members of the gang on 30th and SIst 
ultimo, I considered it advisable to search them. 

7. Owing to their practice of burjang valuables, the search to bo at 
.nil cfTcctual liad to be made while they weie actually on the march, so 
on Friday morning I started them off and let them move until they 
had readied a coincnient open place, and tlicn stopped them and 
thoroughly seardicd their persons and then baggage. 

8 I found a considerable amount of gold and silver money 
(sovereigns, mohurs and rupees), a good deal of silver jcw'ellcry, and 
some gold jewellerj’’, the latter consisting almost entnely of necklaces 
made of gold coins. 

9. Large quantities of their stock-in-trade . pieces of coloured glass 
cut to imitate gems, stuogs of false pearls in cardboard boxes, labelled 
“ perles lustres”, glass beads, and some pieces of cornelian, were also 
found, witli here and there a pot of pomatum or a bit of soap. The 
latter article is evidently used by these people only very occasionally, 
for they have a most unpleasant smell. 

10 No property was found of the description of that said to 
have been stolen near Palmanair, and, with the exception of one article, 
I bad no suspicion regarding any of the jewellery found. The exception 
was a gold bangle found upon the person of an old woman It was 
bent up, but not disfigured (it could be straightened out with the 
finger), and I did not consider it necessaiy or advjsable to seize this or 
any of the other property, as such a step would have necessitated the 
detention of the whole gang. 

11. The arms of the gang consisted of a double-barrelled gun, a 
single barrelled nfle, an ancient matchlock and four daggers. 

12. *I must not omit to mention that bunches of keys were found 
in some of the bundles. These they were taking homo intending to 
make locks for thbm on their arrival there. I had gieat doubts as to 
the advisability of permitting them to retain possession of these keys, 
^ it eventually decided not to seize them.

In accordance with instructions received from you concerning the 
Heratee gang in your letter No 124(1 of 1876, I have the honour to 
state that the gang arrived yesterday, and that I received over charge 
of the men, women and children and belongings of the prisoners yester- 
day evening from Rissaldar Oomer All Khan, His Highness the Nizamis 
2nd Cavalry. The sum total of the gang is as follows 63 men, 
61 women, 86 children, besides about 90 tattoos The following lit 
was also handed ovei to me, for which I gave a receipt six nfles, seven 
knives, fourteen razors, 23 koorarees, 86 koitas, ten pen-knives, and 68 
staves. I proceeded to examine every man separately on the arnval of 
the gang, and the result of my investigation is as follows 

There are 46 Pathans, eleven Mogalis, one Sheikh, four Beluchis, 
one Mussulman The prisoners can be said roughly to belong to four 
separate bands, each having its jemadar. The names of the jemadars, 
the number of men that came with them, and where they came from, 
I ascertained to be as follows

The Distnct Magistrate, Sholapur, 
j should, however, at once forward to Bombay the two jemadars and 54 
persons, who state that they belong to Lus Beyla, and these should be 
forwarded by steamer on the 28th to Kurrachee for deportation to Lus 
Beyla. The 24 persons, who state that they come from Muscat, and the 
Teherani should be forwarded at the same time, and the former des- 
patched to Muscat by the first opportunity, and the latter to Bushire. 
The Acting Police Commissioner will notice the changes thus ordered on 
receipt of further information since the issue of Government Resolution 
No. 2979 of 24th instant. The Political Agent at Muscat and the

Resolution.— The proceedings of the District Magistrate in charge 
of Sholapur are appioved as regards the 85 members of tbe gang sent 
to Bombay. Orders will be sopaiately issued regarding tbe Cashmerees, 
and it IS only necessary to notice these members of the gang who claim 
to be British subjects, residents of the Punjab, and the lad from 
Allahabad. With reference to the latter, Khooda Buksh Goolam 
Hoosein, aged 18, Lieutenant Alexander wrote on the 26th instant that 
from the inquiries made he supposed that the boy had been bought by 
the gang some eight years ago on their way through Allahabad, and 
that he had since become the property of one of the jemadars. "The 
jemadar^’, it was reported, " tried to force the youth to state that he (the 
jemadar) was his adopted father^ but the hoy, with tears in his eyes, 
liegged me to separate him fiom the gang, and send him back to 
Allahabad”. In the nominal roll now sent by the Magistrate, the lad is 
spoken of as wishing to go with the Cashmere J emadar Koorban All. 
Tbe youth still reports himself as a British subject from Allahabad with 
no relation in tbe gang. Under these circumstances further inquiry is 
necessary before final orders can be given on his case ; and as he is clearly 
not a foreigner, he should not be deported with the Cashmere party. 
The Magistrate should endeavour to ohffim from him fuller paiticulars 
as to his antecedents, and a reference will then be made to tbe Magis- 
trate of Allahabad about him. The remaining British subjects are 
three men — Mahad Ah wiillud Awa, with his son and brother-m-law , 
Abdulla Khan, a resident of Sialkot , hlahad Ah also belongs to 
Sialkot. There are four women, one of whom is Mahad Alps wife, and 
the other three are relatives of Abdulla Khan, being his wife, mother, 
and giandmother. The five children are — tbiee of them the family of 
Mahad All, and two are sons of Abdulla Khan All of tbe above profess 
to be natives of Sialkot, and should be detained in Sholapur under the 
provisions of the Criminal Proceduie Code, until the police authorities 
in Sialkot have been communicated with. The District Magistrate 
must make such ariangements for the children as he thinks best, and 
submit the fullest possinle accounts of Mahad Aii and Abdulla Khan 
that their statements may be forwarded to the Punjab authonties for 
inquiry and report It is very desirable that the part of tbe gang 
which belongs to India should be separately dealt with, and full inquiries 
'stituted as to their antecedents, and tbe circumstances under which 
tuey have left their own countnes.

3. There are four persons, residents of Bunder Ahass, who are 
now in the custody of the Nizam'’s Police, who are related to the 
memheis of the larger gang As they wish to be deported with the 
mam gang, this would be the most convenient course , but Act III. of 
1864 does not provide foi the deportation of foieigners to other than 
their own country, and they must aeeoidingly be separately disposed of 
after the main body has been sent away. The District Magistrate 
should take charge from the Nizami’s Police of the nine peisons above 
alluded to, but at the same time the Resident at Hydeiabad should be 
informed by letter that it is exceedingly inconvenient for the Sholapur 
Police to be req^uired to take charge of continuous drafts of vagrants 
fiom the Nizamis terntoiy They can be deported to Cashmere equally 
well from Goolburgah or Hydeiabad itself, or marched Northwards from 
Berar. In fact, it appears from a certificate dated 7th December 1873,

1 HAVE the honour to report, in continuation of my letter No. G, 
dated 6th instant, that the band of Ileratees therein refeiicd to refused 
to he detained at Palm.anair, and pushed on to Gudiattum, announcing 
their intention of coming on to Vellore. Their behaviour was most 
violent and daring, The}* had with them a large number of horses and 
ponies, winch they regularly turned loose to grave in the fields, and if 
the unfoitunate owner of the ciops attempted to drive off the animals, 
he was at once assaulted b}’' the owners. At each halt, and m every 
village they passed through, the gang broke up into parties and visited 
every bouse The men stood outside twirling long sticks and keeping 
off the villagers, while their females forced their w.ay into the houses, 
and annoyed the inmates in all kinds of w’ays — always with an eye to 
plunder In one instance that has been reported, they delibeiately 
broke the lock and entcied a house, the owners of which were absent. 

2 The police guard that was at first sent to look after and 
restrain them was wholly powerless, so unruly was the gang , and a 
large party of police was theiefore telegraphed for from Salem, and 
eveiy available constable in this distnct v/as hunted up and sent on to 
Gudiattum. Captain Cox met me at Vellore, and as I was most anxi- 
ous to prevent the gang coming on to Vellore, where the Mohurium was 
just commencing, we went out and met the gang at Gudiattum on the 
7fch instant. 

3 The leaders were at first mclined to be noisy and turbulent, 
but were soon convinced that they had no option but to submit and turn 
back. They of course raised many objections to setting off at once, 
and two of them were, I thought, deserving of some consideration. 
One of their women had died that morning, and they were anxious to 
bury her decently and erect a tomb over the grave, and another woman 
was in labour I also learned that five of their party had gone down 
to Madras, it was said, to get a fiesh supply of false pearls, and were 
believed to be in custody I therefore allowed them to halt at Gudiat- 
tum until the morning of the 9th instant, and during that time their 
camp was surrounded by a coidon of sentiies, and the members of the 
gang prevented fiom wandering about from village to village as they 
wished

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4 I eommamcated mth Colonri DreTer, who found the fire men 
I granted, and tent them up Tery promptly from Madraa and I asnt 
orders for the aupphea remnred by the gan? to be m readinesa for them 
at each baiting place and tbna we were able to reitrain them from a^n 
committing the acta of violence and depredation that had marked their 
cntrace into the diatnot and march to Gndiattnm 

5 Coptam Cox accompanied the gang on their retnrn march to 
the frontier^ and had bat little trouble with them when they were once 
oW, except at one plioe where aome of the gang ehowed aigna of 
UDmlineM, hot the arrest of the moet violent man of the party, and 
his detention in custody until the next march commenced, quieted them 
effectually 

6 On amval at Polmanair Captmn Cox was astonished to dis 
cover the panic that they hod snooped in establishing when they first 
halted there and so many oomplamta were made against them, that 
he deeded on eearching the whole gang which he did, without previous 
notice, at a suitable open spot on the march from Pahnsnnir £acih one 
of the gang was focnd to be possessed of a number of soTertigns gold 
mohura ar^ rupees, and ornaments composed of strings of gold coins j 
and they also bod a good deal of sQrer jewellery, but nothing of such sort 
as warranted hts detmning the gang for snquny 

7 The inarch was oontinued, and on the 12th instant the nug 
wu handed over to an e^rt of 60 SOltdar Horn whidi, in aocordanee 
with my request, had been sent to await thmr amval at Pntticonda the 
last halting place after leaving Falmananr, and they were at once conduct- 
ed out of tne diftnot. 

8 During the time we thus had the gang in charge we dis- 
covered that it was composed of four distinct parties one of them 
being that respeofang whidi 1 addressed to Government my letter No 7, 
dated 4th mstant, and they are lutimotely connected with, and have per 
feet knowled« of, the movemeuts of the other gangs that oro now in this 
Presidency tuthongh the sciiuret had only occurrrf a few days before 
they were perfectly owaro of the recent arrest of the gangs of Herateos m 
the Cuddapoh District and Madras. They profess to come from a place 
called Cashmere in Beluohistan but thu ^ry is extremely doubtfoL 
There is strong reason to believe that their real iaiilat is in the Ni*am*a 
territory ‘When I first lofortncd them that they were to go bock, they 
were very urgent to be allowed to break up tho party, the women and 
children going bock to Hyderabad and tho men continuing their march 
to Nagore, and on their return journey they frequently said “ once oror 
the Kistna aud we arc ot homo 

9 I think it IS now quite clear that the trade in mock gems and 
pearls (the stock in trade ol which they admitted they pnrohtso whole- 
sale m Madras) IS merely tho ostensible pretext they put forward, 
enshliog them to viiit and force an entrance into villagers house* srid 
were s^l^erythiog they can lay their bands on They bad with them 
urge bnnehes of keys doubtless used to open boxes m the houses they 
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tLus enter, and this fact I regard as a strong indication of the unlawfnf 
nature of their occupation and character, and I now again heg very 
respectfully, but most strongly, to urge upon Government the advisability 
of preventing for the future raids of this kind into our usually quiet 
districts, by enforcing fiimly the wholesome provisions of Sections 14 
and 15 of Act III. of 1864.

to the Mysore authonties across the frontier. 

2 I take this opportunity to bnng the subject of the so-called 
“ Heratee” gangs pi eminently to the notice of Government. 

3. Within the last few weeks no less than three of these gangs 
have come under the hands of the police — one in Madras town, another 
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in Cadd&pob, a tbrd m Nortli Axoot. ‘With the two former a lir^ 
amonnt of com, gold and jewollety (the Utter broVennp, and eYidentiy 
Btolen propertj) wna fonod Tbe North Aroot gang also pos«s»ed 
•overeigni, tnohura, mpees, and a quantify of gold and silver jewelleiy 
Tbeee articles did not oorrespond with any on the police Iiyts of Ina 
dutnot* of this Prendenoy through which the gangs had passed pro- 
bably they had been stolen in other Provmoes or temtones The 
meniMrs of the gong which nnwanly encamped within Madras mnni 
cipal lumts were convicted and punished by fine under the special provi 
sicrus of the Town Pohoe Act (Section 17, Act VIXL of 1867) The men 
of the Ooddapah gang are under remand to be produced before the Distnot 
Magistrate on a ^arge under Section 411 Ponal Code, whioh will not 
pTo^bly stand The North Arcot gang have been sent beck to Mysore. 

4 Gang No 1 oome down to htadma tbroogb the Kistna and 
NsUore Bistnota gang No 2 came to Ooddapah through Knmool and 
Onmbum gang No. 3 came aorosj the Mysore ftontter into North 
ArooL Ibese Heratee gangs do not commit robberies and dacoiUeo on 
a large scale in this Presidency probably because, being formgnors, they 
know that they would be at onoe detected but the women of the gang 
are oipert thieves and after the depaitare of n gang from a town or 
vilUge it IS not uonsnal to hear of property being misaod. ’Wherever 
they go they are a naisance and a terror to the people, upon whom ther 
deliberately prey m vnnoos ways. Tbe women danoe before a bouse in no 
very decent fasbmo and then thrust their mock stones (bits of ooloured 
glass) and pearls into the hands of the female speotaton, from whom 
^ey absolntely refose to take them back, demanding an exorbitant pneo 
for an article worth about an anna In this way they screw a good 
deal of money ont of the TiIlageTfl who are temhed into acquiescence by 
their violent manner Another dodge is this A Heratee goes to a 
bazoor to buy gbeo euddeniy dips bis band into the pot, Ukee out some 
ghee m bn palm, puts his tongue to it declares it u bod and pats it 
back into the pot, the whole contents of which are thereby polluted for 
Hindus When the bazoamun complains of this, tho Heratee ofTon to 
take tho pot of ghee off his hands at a low figure. This sort of roagh 
homour is of coarse not much relished by the victims who hove to pay 
for it. The Henitces systematically trespass on the standing crops 
with thoir pomes, and violently resist any attempt to impound their 
animals. In fact they are a pest to the jnhahiUnti wherofor tboy go, 
and ihoir reasons for making lengthy and prolonged toms in this Prcsi 
denoy probably ore that they find it cosy to live on the people, and 
that navitig committed senons enmes diewhere, they seek to olndo 
jiulico by travelling m distant parts. Many of tbcir misdeeds in this 
i residency doubtless escape notice bcoanso the chief wish of the people 
is to get nd of them os quickly os possible Conscqopntly tho sallerors 
fjrbcar from complaint because this involves tho detention of tho gang 
H any of these Herelces arc brought under the arm of tho law m this 
the evil caused by their preseneo is only intensified for 
when mcmlxm of the gong ore imprisoned the remainder quarter

5. I trust that I have suflSciently shown the necessity of keeping 
these so-called “ Heiatee" gipsies out of the Madras Presidency, where, 
foi the reasons given, they cannot be effectively controlled and pi evented 
from harrassing and plundering the people The Government, in their 
order No 1407, dated a9th September 1866, instructed Magistrates 
to send back all such gangs at once, and to compel them to quit British 
^ teiiitory. This was acted upon until the publication of letter No 72, 
No 4547, dated 12th November 1868, fiom the Secietary to Govern- 
ment of India, Home Depaitment (G O No 1848, dated 8th December 
1868), since which time some Magistiates have continued to stop these 
gangs, while others have allowed them to pass on to adjacent districts. 
I submit that they ought always to be stopped at once, and sent back 
across the frontier I imagine that this can be done under Sections 3 
and 4, Act III. of 1864 (without any extension of the piovisions of 
the Act), since the '' sufficient cause”, alluded to in paragiaph 4 of the 
Home Secretary's letter, may be held always to exist in the case of 
Heratee wandeiing gangs. But it is essential that there should be 
authority for prompt action in stopping these gangs at once whenever 
they enter the hmits of the Madras Presidency.

1 HAVE the honour to inform you that, in accordance with the orders 
of Government, the Heratees have been marched to the Mysoie fronfaer, 
and there handed over to an escort of Silladar Horse 

2 As arranged by you at Gudiattum on the 7th instant, the 
Heratees were allowed to remam at that place on the 8th On the 9th 
1 moved them to Symgunta, and on to Palmanair the following day 
I allowed them to halt at Palmanair on the 11th, sending them on to 
Patticoondah on the 12th, and across the frontier on the 13th. 

3 I found at Gudiattum that even with a strong party of police 
it was impossible to keep them in order without curtailing their liberty 
and accordingly shut them up in their camp inside a coidon of 
sentries, strictly prohibiting all intercourse between them and the 
villageis. 

4 They remained thus in jiww-eustody until they left the district. 
The arrangements made by you, through the Tahsildais of Gudiattum 
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and Palmanair, for the supply of the necessaries of life to them on 
payment, enabled me ^ihoat inoonvenience to place them under this res< 
traint, which I foond to be absolutely necessary 

6 Except at Byappagunpnlly half way between Syid|ftmta and 
Palrotnair ther gave no trouble worth menboning, and on this occasion 
they were promptly ^eted by my plaomg in dote custody one of their 
number, the most noisy of the lot 

6 In consequence of complaints made to me at Palmanair on the 
10th of thefts oommitted by members of the gang on 80th and Sltt 
ultimo, I considered it advicahle to aearch them 

7 Owing to their practioe of burying valuables the search to be 
at all effectual had to be made while they were aotually on the march, 
•0 ou Fnday mommg I started them off and let them move until they 
had reached a convenient open place and then stopped them, and 
thoroughly searched their persons and their baggage 

8 I found a considerable amount of gold and silyer money 
{sovereigns mohnrs and rupees), a good deal of silver jewellerv and 
some gold jewellery, the latter consisting almost entirely of neoklaoes 
made of guld coins 

9 Lor^ qaantitiea of thaur etcch in trade— pieces of coloured 
class, ent to imitate gemi stnogs of false pearls in cardboard boxes, 
Ubelled, * perles lusUes” glass beads and some pieoee of cornelian were 
olso found with here and there a pot of pomatnm or a bit of soap 
The Utter article u endently used by these people only very occasionally, 
for they have a most unpleasant smelL 

10 No prt^rty was found of the description of that said to have 
been stolen near ^manoir and with the exception of one article, I 
had no suspicion re^rding any of the jewellery found The exception 
was a gold bangle mund upon the person of an old woman. It was 
bent up bat not disfigured (it could be straightened out with the 
finger) and did not consider it necessary or advisable to leixe this or any 
of the other ^porty as such a step would have ueccssitated the deten 
tion of the whole gang 

11 The arms of the pang consuted of a donhlo-barrelled gun, n 
single<bDrrelled nfle an onoieot matchlock, and four daggers. 

li. 1 most not omit to mention that bunches of keys were found 
in some of the bundles. These they w e re taking home, intending to 
make locks for them on tbcir amvnl there 1 I had great doubts as to 
the advisabiUty of permitting them to retain poesossion of these keys,

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14-. In unguarded moments they spoke of the men in custody in 
Madras and at Cuddapah as their people, and seemed to he thoroughly 
informed of all that had hefallon them. 

15. They call themselves natives of a place called Cashmere in 
Beluchistan, hut I think they are a very mixed lot , some are certainly 
natives of India , and judging from their pronunciation of Hindustani, 
I should say that manj of them have cither never left the Deccan, or have 
resided there for many years. They look upon Hyderabad as their country 
— -‘^once across the Kistna and we aie at home^^ they frequently said 

1 6. Until I visited Palmanair I had not the faintest conception 
of the panic caused by the visit of this "an" at the end of the last 
month. On their arrival they let their pomes loose m the fields, resist- 
ing by threats or violence all attempts to drive away oi impound them. 

17. Parties of ten or twelve went out to forage and trade, the 
women forcing their way into houses, while the men, armed with long 
bamboos, stood outside. 

18. Altogether four cases of thefts from houses were reported to 
me on the 10th as liaving been committed by members of the gang on 
the 30th and 31st ultimo, and in one of these cases entry was effected 
by breaking the lock of a door. The inhabitants were afiaid to resist 
them, and the police were not sufficiently numerous to follow and keep 
in check the various parties into which the gang broke itself up. 

19 I do hope that yon will strongly and earnestly represent to 
Government the necessity of enforcing the provisions of Sections 14 and 
, 15 of the Foreigners Act as regards these people. Their presence, even 
in small parties, is a nuisance , m large gangs, they are manageable 
only when placed under close restraint, and even granting their osten- 
sible trade to be a legitimate one, it supplies no want. 

20. At Palmanair a small Mussulman boy, aged about ten, was 
turned out of their camp by these Heratees He states that be is 
an orphan, that he joined the gang voluntarily at Vellore last November, 
and that he has been turned out because he had not proved a useful 
recruit, and would not learn to steal Enquines are being made about 
him , m the meantime the Reserve Inspector is takmg care of the lad.

3 In reply, I beg to state that the gang arrived in this district 
on the 23rd ultimo from the Bangalore District. On arnval at head 
quarters the headmen intimated their intention to proceed m the 
direction of the North Arcot District, upon which Mr. Bamaiya Naidu, 
my Police Assistant Commissioner, directed that they must all leave 
in a gang as they left the Bangalore District, and that they will on 
no account be permitted to disperse in different directions. Upon their 
consenting to this arrangement Mr Bamaiya Naidu lost no time m 
addressing the Superintendent of Police, North Arcot District, intimat- 
ing that the Heratees will leave tins on the 25th and arrive at the 
frontier about the 29th ultimo. Acopyofthis letter No. 2153 — 1287, 
of tbe 24th January 1875, is herewith submitted for your information, 
from which it will be observed that all needful precautions weie taken 
in this district, and no time was lost in advising the police of the North 
Arcot District of the movements of the gang.

8. In reply, I am to observe that the case of these persons differs 
from that of the men deported from the Bombay Presidency. TIio 
latter are foreigners as defined in Act III. of 1864, whose removal to 
their country is regulated by the provisions of that Act, and by Home 
Department orders Nos 72 — 4547 to 4553, dated 12th November 1868. 
But this Act IS not applicable to British subjects. It does not seem 
necessary, however, that Government should be put to any expense in 
the ease of such persons who should be allowed to find their way to 
their homes as best they can, and be warned that unless they do so they 
will be dealt with as vagrants under the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

4. With regard to your letter of the 16th June, requesting that 
the sums realized by the sale of the ponies belonging to the party of 
vagrants deported to Cashmere may be restored to the owners, I am 
to say that this will be done if the Bombay Government can say to what 
official the money should be paid.

2. In reply, I am to say that in cases of this kind it would be well 
for such gangs to be conveyed by railway to the terminus nearest their 
homes, and thus no trouble would be given to any authority, foreign or 
British, through whose territories they pass. 

8 It may sometimes of course be unavoidable to send such gangs 
through Native States But whenever practicable it is preferable to 
deport them entirely through British terntory , for as soon as they enter 
Native territory any legal hold on them ceases, and Native States are 
nob always able to control formidable bands of unruly foreigners

General of Police (rocened last nijjht) I ha\e the honour to report that 
the foreig'iiers alluded to in the Superintendent’s letter have been already 
dealt wath accordiiijOf to iii'^tnictions laid dowm in Government of India 
letter No. 72 — Ij.'iO, dated 12th Noremher ISCS. 

2 The foici"uers are Belnchis from beyond IMokhran, not 
Jvokanis as was at first thought. They pretend to be dealers in artifi- 
cial gems, but really arc a band of petty plunderers, and tally exactly 
with the description guen in the Inspector General’s demi-ofiicial 
above noted. 

8 In ray opinion it would be very impolitic to allow them to 
wander on as they have been doing, either in our tciritoiy, oi in the 
neighbouring Natue States where they now wish to go. 

4. On the 17th and 18th I reeeived numerous complaints of their 
demanding money and food from zemindars and haniyas, and using 
threats if their demands were not complied with. The people geneially 
became disturbed, and vanoiis absurd lumours got afloat. Some said 
they were Russian spies, aud others would have it that they were the 
remnant of the Russian Aimy defeated and driven out of Armenia. 

5 The Tahsildar of Girivan, who came to see me on the 18th, 
confirmed the existence of the above rumours, but said that during the 
stay of the Beluchis near his tahsil they were generally peaceable, 
although the people still stood in great teiror of them, and kept at home 
in their villages instead of working in their fields I sent the Tahsildar 
at once back to his tahsil with instructions to forward these men on to 
Banda, peacefully if possible, reporting at once to me if they refused 
to come or showed any sign of lesistance. 

6. Next day the two leaders of the band — Sirdar Khan and 
Bahadur Khan — appealed in Banda and were brought to me. They 
gave themselves out as gem merchants and sellers of ponies, and shewed 
me numerous parwanas, at the same time expressing themselves ready 
to behave peacefully and conform to the manners of the place. 

7'. The next morning they went about the city and had collected 
some money from the inhabitants, when I was infoimed that they had ' 
gone to the house of Sham Karan, the principal Seth of the city, and had 
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deminBed Tnth threaU food for SOO men, stating that tber had obtained 
Ha. IftS from me, the Collector I at once proceeded until the Superm 
iendeot of the Police to the Beth’s bouse, bat foand that tBe men had 
left, leaving a mGeeage that they woold retom again in about txro 
hoars’ time. We tracked them up and arreated them withont trouble 
Inttmctaoni were given to the canda Bnb-lnfpeotor to go with a 
tafficient body of pohce to bring in the rest of the gang Tbese were 
qmetly broaght in yesterday morning, and are located for the present 
outside the oty at the b^awaVs tank They are kept under dose 
surveillance, and are not allowed to enter the caty or wander about. 

8 The arms they had with them, for carrying which they had 
receiTed licenses from time to tune, oonrsted of two dooble-bari«Ued 
and one single^harrelled nfle, all English make, ond also a sword 
Tbese with then porwanas have been taken away &om them, and are 
in safe custody 

9 In conclusion, I will eobcit the orders of Government regard 
mg the disposal of these men, who will bo kept hero in the meantime 
agreeably the inttmoUous reoeived. I wonld hero note that the total 
number of the gang at a rough guess is about 60 or 70 Corroot 
returns, however, w^ be eont by to-morrow’s poet

Ih reply to yonr letter No 926, dated 20th initant, I have the 
hononr to state that the wondering gang of Belochia seemi to have spent 
the hot weather of 1870 in the Cen^ Provinces. They have two 
licenses to carry arms and one parwona from the Deputy Commissioner 
of Mandb dated May 1876 and on oms hoense from the Deputy 
Commissioner of Nagpur dated June 1876 They have also a license 
from the Jlcputy Commitiioner of Seoni, given m June 1876 three 
Urdu parwanas given in October and two from Hoshaogabad in 
NoTember Later they trarelled abont in Bhopal in winch State they 
got nx parwanas, nnd were in Jubbulpor© in May 1 877, where they got a 
parwana from on Honorary Magistrate From Jubbulpora they went on 
to Hewnh, where they got two parwnnas, one of them, dated the 4th 
June from the Acting Agent, thence they came through other Native 
temtory to Kalinjar 

The people »y that they arrived in the Central Province* nd 
Hyderabad, Sind, thence hy Deesa to Bhopal. They have also in 
their possession parwanas from officers in Bengal, recaved dunng a tour 
in that Province m 1871 7i dunng which they got as far os Chitta 
gong where they received a pass to Hppemh 

They voloa thoir property at Ba. 4 ODO The live-stock in their 
possession is worth about Ks. 2,000 , it is diffioalt to form on estiinnte of 
the raloo of false gems, but the estunato of the telling value of the 
property in the possession of the Deluchu is not in nil probability 
exaggerated 

From this it will appear that these men do look to trade for a por 
tion at least of their hvehhood The manner in which license* have 
been granted to dicm tend* to show that in other distnots ther have not 
done very much harm, and forms n certain presumption m thoir favour 
But it IS likely that until on this occasion they did not travel in so large 
n band opd the Bewoh ponrona was given for 25 persons and 25 horses. 
Had the limit been observed, they mi^t very 1 Aely have passed through 
the district without giving much trouble but tho sudden appearance of 
over 00 uncouth looking foragneri caused alarm, and in somo casoa 
actual panic, among on Ignorant and credulous population At first tho 
Belnchii seem to bnvo gone about in this district as sturdy beggars 
rather than as traders, hut the complaints regarding them when examiood 
in detail are not very scnou*. Tho vakfl at Ajeinrh reported to tho 
FohUcal Agent at Newgoug that they had eitorted B* S from one large 
village In Kolinjar there was a dispute obout supphe* and the police 
retwU slate th* danger of disturbance rather than bring to notice 
oCenees actually committed. Even in Banda itself there was at first a 
flwtmct panic, and even men of position and geocnil intclhgence belprd 
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to circulate the most absurd rumours regarding’ them. In a district 
inhabited by a peculiarly ignorant population there is of course the 
danger that so large a band may extort money, and there is perhaps a 
still greater danger that demands for alms in a village inhabited by a 
stout clan may lead to a serious affray. But all danger will, I think, be 
averted if these JBeluchis are allowed to follow the route which they have 
selected, vid Nowgong to the Central Provinces, where they are known, 
unarmed, in parties of moderate size, and under sufficient surveillance. 

I have told them that whatever orders may be received from 
Government as to their destination, they will have to travel m smaller 
parties. To this they in no waydemuired, and attribute the size of their 
band on this occasion to the fact that they had heard rumours of 
war and were afraid to tiavel in small parties as was then usual 
custom 

These Beluchis aie people of only average physique , their leaders 
especially understand and speak Urdu, and aie evidently well acquainted 
with the procedure of British courts. The only serious charge brought 
against them, that of attempting to extort money from a firm of Seths, 
IS certainly not proved, and there is no sufficient ground for pioccediug 
against the band or against any member of it. 

Should Government approve of the course which it is proposed to 
adopt with reference to these people, I hope that you will telegraph 
orders to that efibet.

as conveyed m Home Department Circular No 72 — 4660, dated 12th 
November 1868, have apparently been contravened by the grant of 
parwanas and licenses to these foreigners by some officers in the ter- 
ritories, British and Native, through which they passed belore reaching 
Banda.

With reference to a demi-official letter received from the Inspector 
General of Police, received last night, I have the honour to report that 
the foreigners alluded to in the Superintendents letter have been already 
dealt with according to instructions laid down in Government of India 
letter No 72 — 4650, dated 12th November 1868 

2 The foreigners are Beluchis from beyond Mokhrau, not Ko- 
kanis as was at first thought. They pretend to be dealers in artificial 
gems, but really are a band of petty plunderers, and tally exactly with 
the description given in the Inspector GeneraPs demi-official above- 
noted. 

3. In my opinion it would be very impolitic to allow them to wan- 
der on as they have been doing, eithei in our territory, or in the neigh- 
bouring Native States, where they now wish to go. 

4 On the 17tb and 18th I received numerous complaints of their 
demanding money and food from zemindars and baniyas, and using 
threats it their demands were not complied with The people generally 
became disturbed, and various absurd rumours got afloat Some said 
they were Russian spies, and others would have it that they were the 
remnant of the Russian Army defeated and driven out of Armenia, 
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6 The TahiUdar of Qinran who came to »ee me on the 18th, 
confirmed the enrtence of the above rnmonr*, bnt aaid that daring the 
ftay of the Belnohi* near hi* tahsfl they were generally peaceable, 
although the people etill stood m great terror of them and kept nt home 
in thcit vUl&ges vnttend of working in their fields, I sent the Tohandar 
at onoe back to his tahul with initrnotionB to fonc^ these men on to 
Banda, peacefully if poesible reporting at once to mo if they refused to 
come, or shewed any sign of reostance. 

6 Next day the two leaders of the bond— Sirdar Kban and 
Bahadur Khan— appeared in Banda and were brought to mo. They 
gave theraaelvei out as gem merohanta and aellera of ponies, and showed 
me numerons parwanas at tbe same time ea pressing themselves ready 
to behave peacefully and oonfonn to the mnunera of the place 

7 The next morning they went about the aty and hod collected 
some money from the inhabitants, when I was informed |that they had 
gone to the house of Sham Karon the pnnoipol Seth of the city, and 
hnd demanded with threats food for 300 men, stating thot they had 
obtained Bs. 136 from me the Collector I at once proceeded’witb the 
Snpennbendent of the Police to the Seth's house hut found that the 
men had left leaving a message that they would return again in abont 
two hours' tame, we tracked them op and arrested them without 
trouble. luitrootions were pven to tbe Banda SoUInspector to go 
with a sufBcient body of police to bring id the rest of the gang These 
weto quietly brought in yesterday morning and are located for the 
prevent ootfide the aty at the Hawab s tank. They ore kept under 
close surveiUBOce, and are not allowed to enter tbe city or wonder about. 

8 The arms they had with thorn, for carrying wbioh they hod 
received liconiei from time to time consisted of two double-barrelled 
and one smgle-barrelied ride all EogUsb make and also a sword. These 
with their porwauas have been taken away Irom them and are lu safo 
custody 

0 Tn eonclofion, I will tohoit the orders of Government regard 
mg the disposal of these men, who will be kept here lo the meantime 
agreeably to the mstruebons recaved I would here note that the total 
number of the gong at a rough guess is about 60 or 70 Correct 
rcturni, however, wiU bo sent by to-morrow's poet

pahod In November Later they Iraveliod aboat in Bhopal, m which 
btato they point parwanae, and were in Jubhulporo in May 1877, 
where they got a parwana from on Honorary Magwtmte. From Jahbul 
pore they went on to Ilewah where they got two parwana*, ono of them 
dated the 4th June from the Acting Agent thence they came Ihrongh 
other Native temtory to Kalinjar 

Tho people ray that they amved in the Central Province* rti 
ityderabaa Smd thence by Deesa to Bhopal They have alio id their 
poMttiton parwana* from officer* in Bengal, received donng a tour m 
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ttat Province in 1871-72, during which they got as far as Chittagong, 
where they received a pass to Tipperah. 

They valued their property at Rs. 4,000. The livestock in their 
possession is worth about Rs 2,000 , it is difficult to form an estimate of 
the value of false gems , hut the estimate of the selling value of the property 
in the possession of the Beluchis is not in all probability exaggerated. 

From this it will appear that these men do look to trade for a por- 
tion at least of their livelihood. The manner in which licenses have 
been granted to them tends to show that in other districts they have 
not done very much harm, and forms a certain presumption in tbeir 
favour But it is likely that until on this occasion they did not travel 
in so large a band, and the Rewah parwana was given for 25 persons 
and 25 horses. Had the limit been observed, they might very likely 
have passed through the district without giving much tiouble, but the 
sudden appearance of over 60 uncouth-looking foieigners caused alarm, 
and in some cases actual panic, among an ignorant and credulous popu- 
lation At fii-st the Beluchis seem to have gone about in this district 
as sturdy beggars, rather than as traders, but the complaints regarding 
them when examined in detail are not very serious. The vakil at 
Ajezarh reported to the Political Agent at Nowgong that they had 
extorted Rs. S from one large village. In Kalinjar there was a dispute 
about supphes, and the police reports state the danger of disturbance, 
rathei than bnng to notice offences actually committed. Even in Banda 
itself theie was at first a distinct panic, and even men of position and 
general intelligence helped to circulate the most absurd rumours regard- 
ing them In a distdct inhabited by a peculiarly ignorant population 
there is of course the danger that so large a band may extort money, 
and there is perhaps a still greater danger that demands for alms in a 
village inhabited by a stout clan may lead to a serious affray. But all 
danger will, I think, be averted if these Beluchis are allowed to follow 
the route winch they have selected, vid Nowgong, to the Central Provin- 
ces, where they are known, unarmed, in parties of moderate size and 
under sufficient surveillance. 

I have told them that whatever orders may be received from Gov- 
ernment as to their destination, they will have to travel in smaller 
parties. To this they in no way demurred, and attribute the size of 
their band on this occasion to the fact that they had heard mmours of 
war and were afraid to travel in small parties as was their nsnal custom. 

These Beluchis are people of only average physique, their leaders 
especially understand and speak Urdu, and are evidently well acquainted 
with the procedure of British courts. The only senous charge brought 
against them, that of attempting to extort money from a firm of Seths, 
IS certainly not proved, and there is no sufficient ground for proceeding 
against the band or against any member of it 

Should Government approve of the course which it is proposed to 
adopt with reference to these people, I hope that you will telegraph 
orders to that effect.

I received from the Secretaiy to the Punjab Government a telegram in- 
forming me that a number of Beluchis were being sent from Central 
Provinces and the North-West Provinces, via Delhi, to Sukkur. The 
number was said to be about 220, includme: women and children, and 
their home was sard to be Sehwan I immediately telegraphed back that 
these vagi’ants did not belong to Sind, and I now understand that, instead 
of transporting them by steamer, the party will be marched down by 
land under a police escort to the Sind frontier, 

2. A native of Sind would never leave the Province, and I have 
little doubt that the vagrants aie Peisian gypsies who, when they have 
been escorted at great expense and trouble to Smd, will thence re-com- 
mence their tour through India. 

3 The actual end of the last gang of vagrants sent to Smd m 
June 1875 has never been reported to Government, and, as throwing 
light on the difficulties which result in these wholesale deportations, I 
beg now to bring it to notice. It will be remembered that the Bombay 
Government, acting upon a principle which unfortunately had not been 
adopted by the authorities elsewhere at an earlier stage, took gieat pains 
to split up the gang of 800 so-called Heratee vagrants, who were 
suddenly cast on their frontier in Sholapiir. Of them a portion were 
sent to Knirachee on Slay 28th with orders to depoit them to Lus 
Beyla, which was believed to be their country. After much prevari- 
cation and most careful enquiry, during which they asserted themselves 
to be Beluchis from the neighbourhood of Sehwan and again hlekranis, 
they were pioved to be Persians j and they finally declared that 
they had fled from Kirman Terntory on account of the tyranny of 
the Gujurs. They were then embarked for Busline by order of 
Sir W. IMerewcther in the S. S. Punjab under a police guard. 
They were very furious at this decision, which they fancied would 
prevent the possibility of their return to India. Accordingly they 
bided their time, and on the arrival of the ship at Bunder Abbass 
they mutinied, overpowered the guard, and took to the boats, and so 
escaped to the shore, 
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4 The enormoxis cxpendittire whict the deportation of tbat gang 
from llyBore throngli the Nizam • tomtory, till it Waa finally diBSipatw 
in all parts of Indio, oaosed to Govemment, and the trouble it gave to 
the police tnggeetthe necmity for preventing similar deportation, I 
find that in 1809 and again in 1873 similar gongs wore sent to this 
Province 

6 Expenencfi therefore shows that the diffiontty is a reonmng one, 
nnd the costly and olnmsy process of gang deportation does not provide 
a proper remedy The fact aUo that these vagrants travel in all parts 
of India BOggests that whatever orders are issued should he issned 
by the Government of India for general gnidanoe It has boen found 
tl^t in some parts of India these people obtain hcenaes to Oftrry arms 
and pcrmisoon to travel by certain routes Their statement of tho 
oonntiy to which thev belong is vaned according to the mrenmatanoes of 
the time, and when the gangs are traveUing in great force the timid 
cultivators in rural distncts are afraid to resist their demands or interfere 
with them On approaching towns they separate more or less, and, 
gypsy fashion obtain snbi^cnce by seuing small articles of wnro and 
petty thieving In course of time as they move forward the snb-divi 
Bions agom coalesce The several parties aro under jemadars, who 
direct their movements and regnJato their disputes The first T»mt 
seems to me to be their separation for when onco the gang is sumred 
to be mossed together and escorted by the pohoo, it u impossible for 
ono distnet to act diQhrcntlv from another aad a force of police from

I would Tcnturo to suggest that the gangs sboold never bo allowed

I have now 
oideied that if the vagrants again re-enter this Province they shall he 
escoited back to Jacobahacl, and theie handed over again to the Assistant 
to the Governor Geneiaks Agent, who will, I tiust, he able to deal with 
’ them so effectually as to prevent a lecuiience of the giave mconvenience 
which their return to Biitish India occasion.

2 Tho cost of feeding foreign vogronta and of carrying the 
children and weak, amongst tho women is so great and the oxponso of 
0 road escort is so largo that it is much cheaper to deport them by roil 
than by road and hence tho former plan is always adopted 

8 As Govenunent is aware, wo have had several large gangs to 
deal with this cold scaion and in each case tho Govemmont or Adrainis- 
tration originally despatching the gangs sent them by rad According to 
existing fioancjal rulo tho Punjab Governmeut being tho last on tho 
lino of routo homo fores tho worst. hen Ihoso gangs are seized they 
u oally p^^I^crfs a number of pomes and a coniidcrablo amonnt of pro- 
jiert> which is sold off and suffices to pay tbo journey up to tho Punjab 
fhi. gang li left m poficision of a small sum, and it u iropotsibfc to 
touch this at wo cannot release tho people on tho borders of foreign 
lemlory without leaving them tho means of subsutonco Thus tho 
ucprtalion of foreigners costs nothing to tho Government rctponsiblo 
frr giving the orders of deportation, but n heavy charge is thrown on 
the 1 onjab 
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4. It would seem to me just that tlie Government wliicli seizes 
and deports the gang should bear the entire expense subject to any 
recoveiy which may reasonably and properly be made from the foreigners 
themselves. Or if this be negatived, that the value of the property 
taken from the foieigneis by the Government seizing and deporting 
them should be credited rateably (according to the expenses incurred) 
to each of the Governments concerned in despatching and forwarding 
such foreigners. The principle on which my first suggestion is founded 
IS that the Government which has to bear the expense will be most 
careful to adopt all preventive and punitive means allowed by law before 
adopting deportation and mil only deport when other methods fail. 

5. No recoveries could be made from the foreigners towards meet- 
ing the bills submitted for sanction.

In reply to your No. 1406 of the 6th April (May ?) regarding the 
Beluchi vagrants, I have the honom to state that at Delhi they were 
thoroughly searched by Major Ewart and a sum of Rs 200 found on 
them. The pomes and other property sold by the Central Provinces 
authorities realized a large sum , but after paying the railway fare to 
Delhi the balance handed over to the gang was only Rs. 248-14, and 
part of this was spent in buying food by the way. As stated in the 
8rd paragraph of my No. 167 of the 30th April, the gang was left in 
possession ot a small sum. Even had the agates found on the Beluchis 
been sold and every penny taken from them, we should not have realized 
more than a small fraction of the expenses incurred, and the gang would 
have been released in a starving condition at Mooltau.
